R. /e Blanc, Paftor to- the Queen Dewager of Den- 
mark, is the Author of this Book, which, as may be 


feen by the Title, is compofed of Three Principal 
Parts. 
1. In the firft our Author confiders the famous and difficult 
Queftion of Daniels 70 Weeks, mention’d in the oth Chapter 
of that Prophet, ver. 24. 27. He begins with a Tranflation of 
thofe Verfes fomewhat different from the common Tranflatior 
of the Freach Proteftants, which he puts on one fide that they. 
may be compared. He makes afterwards feveral Remarks upon 
his own Tranflation, in order to juftify the fame; after this 
he gives us a Paraphrafe, in which he begins to difcover his 
Thoughts upon this Prophecy. We. fhall explain it as briefly 


and clearly as poflible. 


X 2 Mr. /e 
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Mrs. /e Blanc would not have the 25th Verfe tranflated as in 
the Freach Bibles, from the iffuing of the Commandment, that they 
Should return and rebuild Jerufalem s but thus, from the iffuing 
of the Commandment, to come and rebuild \erufalem. He gives 
an Account of many fuch Hebraifs in Seripture. The Quettion 
is not concerning any Edié&t, which gave the ‘fews leave to re- 
turn to Ferufalem, but of an Edié&t which gave them leave to 
rebuild ‘that City. This Edi&t was publith’d by Artaxerxes 
Loxgimanws ‘the 20th Year of his Reign. We mutt begin there 
to reckon Daaiel’s 70 Weeks, which make 490 Years. But 
this 2oth Year of the Reign of Artexerxes muft be reckon’d 
from the time that Xerxes his Father made him a Partner in 
the Empire, i.¢. as Mr. /e Blanc proves it, 7 Years before Xer- 
xes’s Death, and not 10 Years, as Father Petaz would have it. 
According to this Account, the.7o Weeks end about our Sa- 
viour’s Death, and the Ceflation of Sacrifice. 

Thefe 70 Weeks are divided into 3 parts. The firft is of 7 


_ Weeks, during which the Place and the Breach mutt be rebuilt; 


4.é. that Ferufalem muft be repaired. The fecond part contains 
62 Weeks to the MefZabh their Leader. The laft Week is that 
in which our Saviour’s Death muft happen. He thinks the Ae- 
ffiab was cut off in the beginning of this laft Week. Afte¥ the 
cutting off of the Meffiah, the Prophet goes beyond the 70 
Weeks to the dijfolution of the City and Temple, which was to 
happen fome time after, and to be occafion’d by the People of 
the future Meffah. Dantel afterwards foretells the Total Ruin 
of the City and Temple, whofe Exd was to be in manner of an~ 
ee and whofe Deffolution was determined at the end of 
thé War. 

Mx. /e Blanc thinks thefe Words 70 Weeks are determined upon 
the People and upon the Holy City, fignify only the great Con- 
cern the City and People were to have in the End, that he was 
about: to foretell which are the abolition of Sin, &c. 

This ws of the Prince that was to come, and who were to 
caufe the Defolation of the City and Temple, cannot, accor- 
ding to our Author, be taken for the Romans, who were to de- 
firoy Ferufalem, fince thefe Romans were not the People of the 
Meffiah, nor ever hadbeen. They are the ‘ews themfelves who 
were the People of that Prince, becaufe they had always been 
jo, and ought to have been fo ftill, notwithftanding their Re- 
bellion at the time of their being fpoil’d, which is diftinguith’d 
: from 
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he end, or their total Deftrudtion. By this Defolation, of 

oe ‘fpoil’d, our. Author underftands the Diforders, Profana- 

tions, and Slaughter by which the Fewz/h People,were to ruin them: 

felves, Ferufalem and the Temple, before their compleat Ruin. 

It was atter the Defolation that the intire ruin both of Ferufa- 
lem and the Fewifh Commonwealth happen’d at laft. 

. The laft of the 70 Weeks begins at the Meffiah’s Death, fo 
that the Year in which he died is the firft Year of the laft Week. 
After which the other Years follow to the number of 7; which 
reach almo{t to the end of Ca/igula’s Reign, and to the goth 
Year from the Birth of our Saviour. Now thefe laft Years, ac- 
cording to the moft exa€t Chronology, contain all that is in the 
11 firft Chapters of the Ads. “At-this time the New Covenant 
was confirm’d, by the preaching and Miracles of the Apofttes. 
After this the Sacrifice and Oblation did ceafe. °Tis true that 
de Jure, the Sacrifice was abolifh’d by the Death of Chrift, but 
de Faéto, it was only abolifh’d when the new Worfhip was fub- 
ftituted in the room of the old; not precifely in the middle of 
the laft Week , this Term midd/e muft not be ftri@tly taken, but 
fignifies in the Courfe of this Week, as *tis faid $0). 34. 20. 
that the People fhall be troubled at Midnight, viz. That 7, it fhall 
be in the [pace of one Night, betwixt the beginning and the end 
of it. This was properly during the 7 Years which immediately 
follow’d the Death of our Saviour, that the Gofpel Worfhip 
was eftablifh’d upon the Ruins of the Mofaical Worfhi 


Inftead of tranflating the 27th Verfe, as the Baackde Soon - 


after, by the means of the abominable Pinacles, which caufe 
Defolations, even toa Confumption. Mr. Je Blanc tranflates it. 
and there fhall be upon the Pinacle of the Temple Abominations 
making defolate, and even to a Confumption. He gives the Rea- 
fons why he thus tranflates it, and underftands by it what $o/e- 
phus relates of the Seditious Faétion of the Ze/ots ; who feized 
the Temple, lodg’d themfelves there, turn’d it to a Citadel, 
committed unheard of Violences, Murders and Sacriledges, and 
made it the Theater of moft Tragical Defolations. After he 
has. explained the Prophecy of Demie/, and his own. Opinion 
how we ought to reckon the 70 Weeks, he draws féveral Con- 
fequences from this Prophecy againft the Fews, and anfwers the 
principal Objeétions which may be mide againft this Article. 
¢ fhews that this Prophecy is clear and diftinét. That it ought 
to be referred to the promis'd Meffiah, That the Queftion is of 
an 
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an appointed time. That the Ruin of the Fews mutt follow 


thofe 70 Weeks: All which are fo many Principles, as en- 
tirely deftroy the Pretenfions of thofe Enemies of Jefus 


Chrift. 


2. The Second Differtation of this Volume is upon Fephibah’s 
Vow, and the execution of it. Every Body knows there-are 
two oppofite Sentiments upon this Subje€t. The firft is, that 
perm ab by virtue of his Vow was obliged to Sacrifice his 

aughter, and that he a€tually did fo. The fecond reje€ts this 
bloody Sacrifice, and pretend only that ¥ephthab by virtue of 
his Vow, was obliged to give his Daughter to God, to be con- 
fecrated to him all the Days of her Life, in perpetual Celiba- 
cy. Mr. /e Blane does his utmoft to maintain this, which al- 
ways appeared to me moft reafonable, fays Mr. Bernard, not- 
withftanding all the Arguments brought by the Learned Lowis 
Cappe/, to maintain the contrary. The principal Proof of thofe 
who are for the firft, is taken from Leveticus, Chap. 27. 28. 
Where God fays, That no devoted thing that a Man fhall devote 
unto the Lord of all that be bath, both of Man and Beaft, - - - 
Shall be fold or redeemed ; and the Legiflator adds, in the 29th 
Verfe, that zone devoted, which fhall be devoted of Men, fhall be 
redeemed, but fhall furely be put to Death, Therefore fince Feph- 
thatb {ays in the lait Words of his Vow, and I will offer it up 
for a Burnt-Offering, it would feem that it cannot be doubted 
but ‘Fepbthab Sacrificed his Daughter. 


To refute this Argument Mr. /e Blanc 1ft. fhews, that fuch 
Vows regulated by the Law, did not fo much as devote Slaves 
to Death, much lefs Infants, 2. That Fephthah’s Vow is not 
neceffarily a Vow of Interdi€tion, but is one of the ordinary Vows. 
He fhews on the firft Article that Fathers are not Mafters of 
their Children’s Lives, nor of thofe of their Slaves. He fhews 
in what Senfe the Levitical Law allows the Immolation of Hu- 
man Sacrifices, and maintains, that the Perfons fo to bé Sacri- 
ficed were always look’d upon to be guilty of fome Crime which 
the Law punifhes. epbtbab’s Daughter had committed no 
— as and confequently the Immolation of her was not 
Lawfu 2 | 


If 
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If it be ask’d what Perfons were allow’d to be facrificed, fince 
the Law quoted: allows fome to be facrificed, he anfwers, that 
this Law refpefts the Enemies of the People of God, that be- 
long’d fometimes to the Perfon who devoted them ; and, that 
it was lawful for them tofacrifice. Prifonersof War, belong’d 
fometimes to thofe who had taken them, and they might facri- 
ficé them. 

But, it may be objected, fince Fephtbab promiféd to offer for 
a Burnt-Offering whatfoever- he fhould meet, this is a true de- 
voting to Death, fince what he offerd for a Burnt-Offering 
mutt Die. Mr. /e Blanc anfwers firft, that thofe who are for 
the Immolation take thefe Words conditionally as well as he. 
Capellus fays, that Fepbthab’s Vow was an Anathema, whereby 
he devoted to facrifice what was proper to be facrificed. The Pa- 
raphrafe he gives of Fepbrbab’s Words runs thus, Whatfoever 
cometh forth of the Doors of my Houfe to mect-me Shall be the 
Lords; and I will offer it u ei a Burnt Offering, if, at leaft 
the thing is fuch, that it may be offered to him. Maz. le Blane de- 
mands no more. "Tis true, Fepbhthab fhould have offered for a 
Barnt-Offering the firft thing that came forth of his Houfe, if it 
had been of fuch a Nature as might have been offer’d. In the 
fecond Place Mr. /e Blanc would have the Conjunétion azd'tran- 
flated even, and then Fepthab would {peak after this manner’; 
that fhall be the Lords, I will even offer it up for a Burnt-Offer- 
ing, upon Condition it be fuppofed, that the thing was fuch as 
might, according to the Law, be offer’d up for a Burnt-Offering. 
Then Fepbrbab’s Vow muft be thus Paraphrafed ; ‘ whatfoever 
© thing a meet, I promife to devote it to God, fo that it fhall 
* be confecrated to him ; it /hall be the Lord’s, and even if it 
* were fuch, as may be facrificed, not only it fhall be the Lord’s, 
* but it fhall be = him by the compleateft of Sacrifices, 
* which isa Burnt Offering. ‘ I will even offer it for a Burnt- 
* Offering. ; 

‘They further objeét for the Sacrifice of Fephtbah’s Daughter, 
the Trouble her Father was in when he faw her. Alas, my 
Daughter, fays he, Thou haft brought me very low, and thou art 
one of them that trouble me ; for | have opened: my Mouth unto 
the Lord, and I cannot go back. \t Fephthath’s Vow, fays one, 
obliged him only to condemn his Daughter to perpetual Celi- 
bacy, how had he fo great Caufe to be alarmed? In anfwer 
to this Objeftion, Mr. /e Blanc fhews, that Celibacy was not 
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Confidered as a {mall Evil in I/rae/, where barrennefs was 2 Re. 
proach, and where it was look’d ona sa Misfortune for a Daugh. 
ter. to die without being married. He adds feveral Confidera. 
tions, all of which might have contributed to Fephrhah’s 
Grief. ¢ ; 

Tis obje€ted that if the Vow in queftion had not been a 
Vow of Interdi€tion, it had not been irrevocable. But our Au. 
thor denies this Propofition ; an ordinary Vow may very well be- 
come irrevocable, efpecially when it is confirmed by an Qath. 
We pafs over in filence feveral Reafons Monfieur /e Blaxc al- 
ledges, to confirm his Opinion; and obferve, that according to 
him, Jepbtheb accomplith’d his Vow by giving his Daughter to 
God, feparating her from the World, and confécrating her to 
his Service, as much asa Daughter could be ; he deprived him. 
felf of the Right he had over her, fo that fhe belong’d only to 
God, and liv’d to God and his Service, both in Publick and in 
Private. Inftead of fhe bad not known Man, as’tis in the French 
Tranflation, Fade.11.39. Our Author would have it tranfla- 
ted, fhe knew no Man. This Tranflation prevents a 
fort of Tautology in the Sacred Hiftorian, and confirms his 
Opinion, that Fephtbah’s Daughter was devoted to perpetual 
Virginity. 

The is Differtation contains the Explication of the Apoftle’s 
Decree at the Council of Ferufulem, related inthe A@s, cap, 15. 
23, 29. Wecannor-give the Abridgment of this Differtation in 
Form, but fhall content our felves to give. you the Author’s 
Thoughts in a few. Words, in the os Paraphrafe that he 
makes of this Decree of the Apoftles. We might, O Gentiles, 
make you renounce on a fudden all the Diforders of your Paga. 
aifm, but to accommodate our felves to the Imperfedtons of your 
Faith, as much as Chriftian Loleration permits, we judge it nc» 
ceffary at prefent, to forbid you only Fornication; as-a Sin. ne 
ceffarily to be abftain’d from in order to Salvation. And, if. we 
add thereunto things facrificed ta Idols, Blood, and things ftran- 

gled, which is now neceffary for your Re-union. with the Fews. 
According to this Explication, the neceffity, which he fpeaks of 
in this Decree is only a-necefity for a time, i, e.. as to Blood, 
things ftrangled, and Meats facrificed: to Idols, we forhid them 
only for a time; and, as for uncleanefs, we are contented for a 
time alfo to forbid you only Fornication, though there are ma- 
ny other Abufés much of the fame Nature, which are not ° be 
ong 
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long tolerated, fuch, as for Inftance, the abufe of Polygamy. 
Thus to be contented to forbid only Fornication, was only a To- 
leration for the time ; and the neceflity the Affembly was in to 
forbid this only impurity, was ¢ zece/fty for 2 time, becaufe oi 
the weaknefS and imperfef&tion of the Gentiles Faith. Mr. Ze 
Blaac confutes at large thofe who pretend that this Decree of the 
Couricil of Ferufalem forbids Chriftians of all Ages to eat 
Blood, and proves that ’tis now permitted to all Chriftians to 
eat it.

HIS Volume contains 6 Differtations. 1. The firft will 
probably excite the Curiofity of many, fince every Body 
defires to live long, and it fhews us how we may attain to a long 
Life. In order to this, our Author enquires into the Reafons 
why there hasbeen in all Ages fome People who have liv’d ve- 
ry long: after. which he makes vfe of the fame Reafons to teach 
us tobe as happy that way asthey. However, he affirms that 
there are certain People, whofe Bodies are fo tender and of fo 
weak a Conftitution, that tis impoffible for them to come to a 
very great Age, whatever Care they take. 
fe begins with examining wherein Life confifts, and fhews 
that it does not depend upon the Soul, but upon the Body ; for 
he fpeaks here of the Animal Life, which one may lofe or pre- 
ferve. This Life confifts in the Mechanifm of the folid and 
fluid Parts of the Body. © 
The juft Conformation of the Fibre Motrices is the principal - 
Caufe of long Life. This Conformation is not acquir’d by Arr, 
we owe it to thofe to whom we owe our Birth. The Air is of 
great ufe for the prefervation of Life. Our Author, who lives 
in a cold Climate, prefers a cold Air _ awarmone. There 
> is 
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is not perhaps any Country where Men enjoy ‘more perfect 
Health, and live longer, than in [/fand, which is an Ifle fituated 
under the. Polar Circle. °Tis'the fame with the Inhabitants of 
Nova Zembla, Greenland, Lapland. But 1 believe there are a 
great many People, who, how much foever they love Life, 
could not be perfwaded to purchafe forhe more Years, by going 
to Inhabit thofe happy Climats, fo proper to make a Man live 
to extream old Age. The Englifh and Scots, according to our 
Author, live longer than the French and Italians, becaufe they 
live nearer the Pole. If Life increafed in proportion to our 
diftance from the Equator, we fhould go and live directly under 
the Pole, and perhaps we might live forever, Who knows but 
St. John, whom fome People will have not to be dead yet, is 
gone to live in that blefféd Country.. 


_ By the fame Argument, the higheft Places, and the tops of 
Mountains are more conducive to long Life than Valleys. Bo- 
hemia, the higheft Place of Germany, is the Place where they 
‘live longeft. Yet I have read fomewhere, that Prague, the Ca- 
pital of Bobemia,-was not very healthful, but perhaps there’s 
fome particular Reafon for it. : os 


Countries where the temperature of the Air is for moft part 
the fame, and does not fuddenly and frequently change from 
teat cold to great heat, from dry to moift, and receprocally, 
thefe Countries, I fay, are alfo commenly very healthful. Our 
Author thinks alfo, that the Paffions.of the Soul, the Study of 
the Liberal Sciences and Arts, and. a moderate Diet, contribute. 
much to the Health of the Body. He condemns the too great 
ufe of Flefh and Wine, He thinks.no Drink more wholefome 
than Water. Plain and common Food contributes much to the 
Life of Country Men, who have not wherewith to. purchafe 
‘thofe different kinds. of Difhes and’ Sauces, which are on Rich 
Mens Tables. Our Author enquires. into the Caufes. of the long 
Life of Mer before the Flood. He think the Air was then more 
-pure and fubtle than now, and in this Article agrees with 
Mr, Burnet, in his Telluris Theoria Sacra. . The Waters. were 
then alfo more fubtle and wholefome, and the Earth had a bet- 
: te Moifiuse. Befides thefe Men did not eat Flefh nor drigk 
tye... Ror : :

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« By this we fee clearly what it is that fhorters the Life of: Man 
“now, without any neceflity to infift farther upon it. We half 
only obferve, that Mr. Hoffman fays, that having to do with 
Women when vety young, fhortens our Days. He gives fome 
Rules on this Subje&t, which we fhall not here relate. He con- 
dems friuch the-too frequent ufe of Phyfick, chiefly Purges and 
Vomits, which weaken and ruin the Body intirely. 
- The Second Diflertation has for its Title Medecin de fo 
meme. Every Man his own ‘Phyfician, for its his Opinion that 
every one ought to be his own Divine and Phyfician. However 
he leaves the firft part of this Propofition, and contents himftlf 
to inform us how every Man ought to govern his own Body, fo 
that he may fcarcely neéd a Phyfician. There are two Principal 
Motives, which, according to our Author, ought to make us 
follow his Advice. Fitft, becaufe Phyfick is very imperfect, 
there is an infinite number of incurable Difeafes, and many 
times Nature alone delivers us from thofe that are Cureable. 
Befides we find few Phyficians who are Learned, Experienced, 
Faithful and Prudent. Few know our particular Conftitution, 
and without this they pra€tice by chance, and often give things 
which do us hurt, inftead of doingus good. Mr. Hoffman gives 
here feveral Advices which ought to be follow’d, both when we 
are well, and when we are fick; for which we refer to the 


Book it felf. 


Hif. In his third Differtation he undertakes'to prove, That the 
Soul contributes much to the Health of the Body. Though 
thofe two Parts be very different and diftin€t, we cannot think 
how much the one is capable to make {trong Impreffions upoit 
the other. That the Body a&s powerfully upon thé Soul no 
Body doubts. But we do not fo well perceive what Power the 
Soul has upon the Body. A calm Mind that is not mov’d with’ 
turbulent Paffions contributes much to preferve the Body in @ 
good Pofture. °Tis true that ’tis very hard to preferve this tran- 
guillity of Soul. The Spirit of a Man is fo weak, that a very 
Trifle is able to draw it from it’s Natural Situation. There is- 
nothing fays our Author, and that very juftly, which can ef- 
fe€&tually produce this Tranquility, and. preferve it when, it 
is produced, but Faith and Chriftian Piety. We may, in the 
Judgement of Mr. Hoffman, call Pra€tical Divinity the Phyfick 


of the Body and that’s perhaps, what the Scripture mean§ 
oh Y 2 when 
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; it promifes long Life to.good People, *Tis not difficult to 
8% Fe anrviclene panied which caufe extraordinary Mo. 
tions in the Body, may trouble it’s Conftitution. He thinks 
that the Demon to whom St. Paul delivered Hymeneus and 
Alexander, might be only Sorrow and Heavinefs, the excefs of 
which may caufe Death. He runs over all the other Paffions in 
particular after the fame manner, and fhews that though there 
be fome which preferve Health when they are moderate, 
there are few but what hurta Man when they are much indulg’d, 
Choler is a very pernicious Paflion, but there are other Paiffions 
to which a lictle Anger does no hurt. Hipocrates fays that it is 
good for Flegmatick and Paralitick Perfons; becaufe it puts 
their Blood in Motion. It may fupply. the Heat of old Men, 
and this is the Reafon, perhaps, why Nature has made old Men 
more inclinable to this Paflion than young Men. 


Sudden Frights may caufe terrible Difordeys in the Body ; our 
Author relates fome fatal Effe&ts of this Paffion. Every Body 
Knows the ftrong Impreffions that the Imagination makes upon 
the Body. Pechlinus obferved, that purging Medicines often 
produc’d no effe€t when Patients took them againft their Mind, 
or that they produced the effe& that the Patient fancied, and 
upon which he had fixed his Thoughts. 


Our Author adds, that a Phyfician of repute, purged his cre: 
dulous Patients with fome Crums of Bread, made up in form 
of Pills. Barttolafays, there are fome People who are purged 
with the very fight or fmell of purging Medicins. "Tis, perhaps, 
the imagination that has made Amulets, which are very ineffe- 
€tual inthemfelves, fometimes produce confiderable Effe&ts. Our 
Author thinks that learned: Men are ufually coftive, becaufe Me- 
ditation carrying all the animal Spirits to the Brain; thofe Spi- 
ritscannot difcharge their neceffary Fun€tions, fo asto keep the. 
Body open. 7 7 


IV. The fourth Differtation, which is very long, contains {e- 
veral curious Remarks upon the Caufe of Winds, their Force, 
and the Fffeéts they produce on human Bodies and Barometers. 
Yet this is only an Effay of what our Author defigns to do afters 
wards, There are feveral of his Experiments that are not new, 
but he judged ir neeeffary to go a little back to try. what others 
had done. He proves for Inftance the weight of the Air, the 


fame 
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fame way that ’tis ufually prov’d, and eftablifhes its Ele/ticity 
upon the fame Experiments. 

Speaking of the origin of Wind, he makes mention of a mat- 
ter of Faét related by the Ld Verulam, in his Treatife of the 
Hiftory of Winds. That learned Perfon faid, that when Gusenne- 
belong’d to the Englifh, the Inhabitants of Bourdeaux and of the 
Neighbourhood, prefented a Petition to the King of Eng/and, to 
pray him to hinder the Inhabitants of Suffex and Hampfbire in 
England, to burn Stubble and grafs in their Fields, which they 
did to fatten their Land, becaufe that Fire produced a Wind: 
about the End of Apri/; which fpoiled the Vines of Guienne. 

Our Author fays the Sun is the Father of the Wind; thatthe 
Vapours of which the Clouds are formed, compofe the Matter 
of it: But I think, fays Mr. Bernard, one cannot reafon in gene- 
ral upon the Caufe of Winds. It is a Meteor, which may be: 
roduced by a great number of different Caufes. Sometimesthe 
aufe of one Wind is only the Ceffation of an oppofite Wind. 
When the Air is driven towards a certain Point, and condens'd 
by the Wind, the ceafing of the VVind is enough to caufe the 
Air by its own weight and elattick Vertue, to rerurn with Vio- 
lence to the Place from whence it was driven, except fome par- 
ticular Caufe force it to the collateral Points. In general, 
tis no wonder that we have nothing very exact upon the Origin 
of Winds, becaufe the Natural Hiftory of this Meteor, upon 
which alone we can found a Syfiem, is very imperfe& ; and ’tis 
to be doubted, fays Mr. Bernard, that we {hall never-bring it to 
perfection, becaufe the Winds that blow from one and the fame 
point of. the Horifon, may yet have very different Caufes in dif* 
ferent Countries. 

Our Author fpeaks very largely of the Properties of Winds, 
upon the Experiments, that he has made of them, and lays this 
dewn as a general Maxim, that there isno Wind which has any 
particular quality, except it borrow it of the Place from whence 
it takes its Original, or from the Nature of that through which . 
it paffes; bur the moft of Mr. Hofman’s Obfervations are only 

ood for the place where he lives, viz. Hall in Saxony ; tor we 
ould be grofsly miftaken, to think that the fame Winds have 
the fame Qualities, and produce the fame Effeéts in other Coun: 
tries. He agrees to this himfelf, fince he fays exprefily that 
Winds have a different Nature, and ‘force according to the dift 
ferent Situation and nature of Places, he gives us feveral Remarks 
upon 
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upon the Changes that Winds occafions in the height of Quick- 
filwer in the Barometer. He obferves in particular, that there is 
not perhaps a day in the Year, in which Quick-filver continues 
e4 hours together in the fame height, without tifing or falling 
at leaft half a Degree, but this little alteration prognofticates 
no confiderable. change in the Temperament of the Air He 
obferves moreover, that. as the Pipe is larger or ftraiter, the 
Mercury defcends or afcends differently , the larger the P pe is 
the more {peedy is the defcent of the Mereury, and the more 
flowly. it afcends. In ftraiter Pipes *cis quite contrary, the Mer. 
cury afcends more quickly and defcends more flawly. A. Baro. 
meter, which {wims in a Veffzl expofed to the open. Air, iS fitter 
to receive the preflure of the Air, than when the Veffel ‘is. ftopp’d, 
as it ufually is. We know that the defcent of Mercuty in the 
Barometer is a fign of Rain, but we muft obferve’that it is with 
this difference, if the Mercury defcend infenfibly, and be long 
jn defcending, there will be no Rain for fome Days, and ‘will laft 
long. If the Mercury defcend all of a fudden, there-will be 
Rain fpeedily, and continue only a little while. Yet out-Author 
obferves, that it has rained fometimes without any. confiderable 
change in the Mercury. He examins why the Air being filled 
with Vapours, the Mercury defcends, and fays, that thishappens 
only when thofe Vapours being warm, they deftroy the. Elaftici- 
ty.of the Air; for if the Air be full of Vapours, without lofing 
its Elafticity, which happens fometimes, the Mercury inftéad-of 
defcending, is fupported toa very great height, thofé two Gaufes 
concurring to the fame Effeét, Yee ds: 

As to the Power of the Winds over humane Bodies, Mr, Hof- 
man obferves, that in general the South Wind is very unwhole- 
fome, andthe North Nosth-Eaft very wholefome. He prétends 
that “tis obferved in Steeples where there-are gilded Dials which 
point out the Hours on all fides, that thofé which are towards 
the Weft and South, are ufually in a few Yeats quite defaced 
and wafted, whilft thofe which are towards the North and 
Eaft, look {till as if they were new. Hé thinks, if exa@ Ob- 
fervations were made upon the Winds, more certain Predigtions 
might be made from them, than thofe which are made by the 
Contemplation of the Planets. He relates feveral Obfervations, 
to fhew in what Diftempers certain Winds are. either profitable 
‘os hurtful. sai ps | | 
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._M, The Fifth Differtation. Treats of the Seafons of the Year, 
that are leaft healthful. According to Mr. Hofman, the dryer the 
Air is, ‘tis generally the more healthful, the more moift the Air 
is, "tis rhe-befs healthful,,.becaufe.the one has much peaticty, 
dnd the other but little. He thinks the Autumn is unhealthful, 
becaufe the Air is too moift and too unequal ; and “tis fuppofed 
that, abundance of ‘Fruit, does alfo contribute towards it. He 
thinks ,Moifture fo. contrary. to health, that he fuppofes the 
Plague and.feveral, other Epidemical Diftempers, are occafioned 
by moifture. “He quotes Dapper, who fays, that in Egypt too 
great heat never produces the Peftilence, but on the contrary 
makes it to ceafe. He affigns alfo very bad Effeéts to a peftilent 
Dew,, which falls fometimes upon the Earth ; perhaps ’tis the 
fame which the French call Serein, a fort of Mildew, and that 
is faid..to. be Mortal'to Strangers at Rome, He thinks there is 
roduced, in the Air feveral corrofive Salts, which falling upon 
lants mix’d with Water, forms that corrofive Dew, which watftes 
the Plants, and produces {pots of divers colours. This-fort of 
Dew fell in Hefe 1693, and 1694. The Vegetables were all 
fpoiled ; it gave the Black Cattle a Ptyfick in their Lungs, and 
caufed many of them to die. 2 : 
_- Mr Hofman thinks alfo, that common Brimftone is not a- Mi- 
neral produced m the bofom of the Earth, but thar it is ingen- 
dred in the Ais after this Manner. . There is always in the Aira 
cettain univerfal Acid. Salt like the Salt of Vitriol and Brimftone. 
There rifts alfo perpetually from the Bodies of Vegetables and 
Animals, feveral fat refinous and fulphureous Particles. Thofe 
Parts being mixed and fermented with this Acid Salt, by the heat 
of theSun, compofe a perfeét. Mineral Brimftone. The Art’ of 
diflolving and: compofing Brimftene again, is now known. Our 
Author has made it with Opium and the Spirit of Virtviol, di- 
{tilled and {ublimated in a Retort. . It has.the Colour, Confiften- 
cy and Smell of common Brimftone, and is enflam’d juft in.the 
fame-manner. °Tis thofeexhalations raifed in the Air, and mix’d 
afterwards with Vegetables, upon which Animals feed that ac- 
cording to our Author, occafion moft Epidemical Diftempers, 
He fhews by what Signs we may know Dew to be capable to.oc- 
fion thofe fatal Effeéts which: he afcribes to it. He fhews alfo 
that Fruitful, Years ate commonly healthful, and thar Barren 
- Years onthe contrary are ufually accompanied. with. great Sick- 


nef§. The Reafon, of itis, thar the fame Caufes which vour 
ants 
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Plants, favour alfo Animals, and that which hurts the one does 
likewife the other. : 





Vi. Our Author undertakes to prove in his- 6th Differtation, 
that Motion is the beft Remedy againft moft part of Diftem- 
pers. He complains of Phyficians for inventing fo prodigious a 
number of different Medicines. Nature is fimple in its Opera- 
tions, little is neceffary to preferve the Health of the Body, and 
there are fewer different Caufes of Difeafes than we imagine. 
The Medicines which reftore Health ought neither to be many, 
nor much diverfifed. That fo prodigious number of Medi- 
cines make Phyfick difficult, intricate, uncertain and de- 
ceitful. Mr. Hoffman, who ufually takes things from the firft 
Principles, explains to us this Motion which is fo neceffary to 
Health, and the different kinds of it. After this he begins to 
prove his Thefis by the Authority of the Ancients, who have 
eftablifh'd the Neceffity of Motion for the Prefervation or Reco- 
very of Health. He fhews afterwards, that Life depends on 
the regular and circular Motion of the Blood; that Diftempers 
are bred by the hindrance of this Circulation, from whence it 
follows, that a moderate Motion muft help or reftore this Cir- 
culation. He fhews that feveral Difeafes are cured by Motion; he 
relates among other Inftances, that of a Man who had a Quartan 
Ague a great while, and leaving all the Remedies prefcrib’d by 
Phyficians, got upon an unruly Horfe: He had enough to do to 
tame him, and fatigueing himfelf by this Exercife for Four 
whole Hours, he had no. Returns of his Ague. There is no 
better Remedy againft the Cholick, »proeeeding from Bile, than 
‘Motion. A Horfe, by walking, is cur’d of this Difeafe, and 
why fhould not Men be cur’d in the fame manner ? 

Kheumatifms, Catarres, and Pains of the Gout, are alfo 
curd by Exercife, Moft part of Remedies operate only as they 
are afhifted by Motion. Mineral Waters are almoft of no ufe 
a to thofe who take them walking, or walk after taking 

em. 

After having proved the ufefulnefS of Motion, our Author 
examins the various kinds of it, and fhews what they have of 

‘good and bad in them. He does not forget Dancing; which, 
according to Mr. Hoffman’s Judicious Obfervation, if we may 
“believe the ancient Greeks, takes it’s Origne from the Motion 
‘of the Stars. Men perceiving the Stats by their feveral Mo- 
tions 
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“tions made a fort ofa Dance,they thought they ought to imitate 
thofe Celeftial Bodies, and from thence the Saraband, Baller 
Boree, and Menuet, took their Origine. That which makes 
Dancing more Healthful for the Body than many other Exer- 
‘cifes is, according to our Author, becaufe Men take Pleafure in 
“it, and this Pleafure hinders them from perceiving the Fatigue 
they contract by it: Whereas there are feveral other forts of 
‘Exercifes without any Pleafure, and confequently without Pro- 
‘fit. Slaves, which are employed to turn a Milftone, exercife 
- . themfelves without doubt, but the little Pheafure they take in 
. this Exercife makes it the lefs profitable for their Health. 
Though our Author very much approves Motion, yet he for- 
‘bids Dancing upon Ropes, this being too violent an Exercife, 
which may doa great deal of harm, but no good. He conctudes 
with Rules, which, he fays, ought to be obferved from ones

Bate Defign of Mr. Linder is, to fhew how Poifon aéts in 
our Bodies, and produces fuch furprifing Effeéts, and his 


Intention by this is, to difcover feveral Remedies againft Poi- 
fons ; becaufe ’tis difficult to hinder Poifon from ating, if we 
_ do not know how it aéts.. This is agreeable to the general Max- 

im of Ce/fus, that we cannot eafily comprehend how any Man 
can cure a Diftemper of which he knows not the Caufe. Our 
Author divides Poifon into 3 forts, Corrofives, Obfiructing and 


Narcotick.

~ The Corrofives are thofe which by their fharp or cutting parts, 
of feveral Figures, prick, cut, or gnaw the Stomach and In. 
trails; by which the Nervous Fibres of the Stomach fuffer vio- 
lent Irritations ; and thofe Irritations produce. the Hiccoughs, 
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Vomitings and Convulfions, which are obferved in Perfons that 
are poifon’d. By this means other Accidents happen ; for the 
Veflels which are prick’d and pierc’d by thofe fharp and cutting 
Particles, are cbligd to void the Humor they contain; and hence 
tis, that when Perfons of a ftrong Conftitution fall fick, the 

are more dangeroufly fick than others, and fooner carried off, 
whereas tender Peopie have fometimes confiderable Diftempers, 


and yet are able to refift them. 
Our Author adds a certain Remark, that fickly People, and 


all thofe in general, the Organs of whofe Bodies are fecble and | 
languifhing, are not fo liable.as others to the Peftilence and Con- 
tagion. The Reafon is, that the parts of their Body having a 
weak and loofe Spring, are oppos’d with lefs force to the fubtle 
Particles of the Poifon, and by confequence are not fo eafily 
penetrated. °Tis proper on this occafion to give an Inftance 
from the Voyages of Gautier Schouten to the Eaft-Indies , he 
found that ina Veffel tofs’d by great Tempelts, the Fatigues 
which the Men fofter’d on this occafion caus’d Feavers amongit 
thofe who were weakeft, but. were cur’d by his Care, he being 
Surgeon of the Ship. Some time after there came a terrible 
Plague among them, which infeéted only the ftrongeft Men, and 
fuch as had not the Feaver betore. In fhort, we may be con- 
vinc’d, that the Spring and Motion of the folid Parts was that 
which contributed moft to the effe&t of the Poifon, by the 










Inftance of Agua-Fortis, which does not fo eafily confume dead 
as live Flefh. 


Corrofive Perfons do not only 2& upon folids, but likewife 
upon the Blood, of which they penetrate the little Globes ; 
fo that thofé Globes being made rovgh with the Points of the 
Poifon, cannot circulate with Freedom, as we may perceive by 
little Wooden Bowls; which, when ftuck full of Points, can- 
not roll any more. 7 

Mr. Linder, after having confider’d Corrofive Poifons in ge- 
netal, comes to view. them in particular, according to the order 
of the. Three Reigns, viz. the Mineral, Animal and Vegetable. 


Then he takes a particular View of obftruéting Poifons, and at 
lsft comes to the Nascoticks, After this he gives his Opinion 
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as to Philters and Lots, prefcribes feveral Remedies againft 
Poifons ; and, on this occafion, makes feveral curious Chymical 
Inquiries. | | 

As to Corrofive Poifons in-the Mineral Reign, he puts Mer 
cury in the firft Place, then Arfnick, Antimony, Stone-Coal, 
Qsick-Lime, and others; As to Stone-Coal he obferves, that 
there proceeds from it a Sulphure of Arfnick, which cleaves to 
the Lungs, and does a great deal of harm to Smiths, efpecially 
in Exglamd, where this Coal is much ufed: We find in the Exg- 
iifh Philofophical Tranfa€&tions for the Month of May 1665, 
that in Scotland a great number of People died fuddenly by an 
Exhalation, which rofe from a Mine of Coal that they had 
juft opened, 

Mr. Linder places the Diamond among the Corrofive Puifons, 
and quotes the Inftance of Prince Lows of Brandenburg, who 
died by fwallowing the Powder of a Diamond. 

Cardan however would not have the Diamond look’d on as 
Poifon, and grounds his Opinion upon this, that a certain 
Frenchman, named Todefchin, {wallow’d feveral times fome 
Pieces of Diamond without feeling the leaft harm by ‘ir. 

The fharp Corrofive Poifons that are found among Animals, 
are the Toad, the Sea-Hare, the Sea Star, the Scolopendra ox 
Water Caterpillar, the Salamander, a cold living Creature, 
that fome think lives in the Fire. The Venom of thofe Animals 
being fwallow’d gnaws the Nerves, occafions Convulfions, 
and makes the Body black and blue. 

Mr. Linder in this Place forgets not Serpents, Vipers, Spi- 
ders, the Tarantula, and feveral others. He inquires into the 
Caufe which produces thofe ftrange Effe€&ts that we perceive 
after the Bite of a Viper. Some think thefe Accidents are 
caufed by a certain yellow Juice that the Viper pours into the 
wounded part. . This yellows juice, fay they, is contained ina 
‘glandulous Bag, which is found behind the Head of the Viper. 
This Bag is coverd with Mufcles that move the Bones, in 
which the Two great Teeth of the Viper are fet. Thefe Teeth 
have an opening which refemble the beginning of a Canal, cut 
in the end like a Writing Pen. - When the Mofcles cf thefe 
Two Bones contra&t themfelves, they prefs the Bag, and force 
the Liquor to. go out by Two Canals, which end in the Two 
Gums of the great Teeth ; each of thefe Gums form a mem- 


branous Bag, which is then immediately applied to the Con- 
Z 2 vexity 
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Vexi the Tooth ; f that the yellow Liquor not being able 
toda by the Gums. is pufhed into the Canal of the Tooth, 
and voided there. Bur this yel'ow Juice does not enter the 
Wound the Tooth makes, unlefs the Tobdth enter beyond the o- 
pening juft now mentioned : For it it entred only to the middle. 
of this opening, the yellow Juice would only fhed upon the 
Skin, and make no Impreffion inwardly. As to the particular 
Nature of this: yellow Juice, fome think that it abounds with. 
Acids. M. Charas pretends, that this yellow Juice is not that 
which conftitutes the Poifon of the Viper, but that it is certain 
Spirits of the Viper, which are then poured into the Wound, 
and endeavours to prove it from this, that the yellow Juice when 
{wallowed, does no harm. But he did not obferve that this 
Juice being {wallow’d, is much alter’d by mgans of the Humours 
and Aliments it meets with in the Stomach, whereas, when it 
enters the Body by the Wound made with the Vipers Teeth, it 
enters pure and without alteration ; which is the Caufe of its 
occafioning fo many diforders, Experience confirms what we 
fay , for if we pour fome of this yellow Juice into a Wound 
made in any Animal, the wound {peedily becomes mortal. 
Others pretend, that all the Harm the biting of a Viper pro- 
duces, comes entirely from the Wound made by the Tooth, which 
caufes in the Membranes and Nerves of the bitten part, a fha- 
king which is communicated to all the other parts; for Inftance. 
The Membranes of the Bag which contains the Bile, being there- 
by violently: fhaken, contra€t themfelves fo, as not to be able to 
receive the Bile which prefents it felf, and this makes it f{pread 
all over the Body, and occafions it to look Yellow, Black and 
Blue,. This fame Irritation being communicated to other parts, 
produces Convulfions, and all other fymptoms which then hap- 
pen. The Experience of what happens when a Nail, a Needle, 
a bit of Glafs, or any fuch Thing, wounds a Nervous part, con- 
firms this Opinion fufficiently, tor thefe occaffon the fame Ac: 


_cidents. We may add to this, the Example of Infants, in whom 


breeding of Teeth, caufe fo many Convulfions, Vomitings, and 
other fymptoms which happen without doubt, becaufe thefe 
Teeth pierce the Gums, and wound the Nerves in their Way. 
Mx. Linder admits thisin part, but he maintains at the fame 
Time, that we cannot deny but the Viper leaves a venomousjuice. 
in the Wound, becaufe we cannot fay but the biting of a mad 
Dog, comes only fromthe trembling that the Bite caufes in the 


Nerves, 
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Nerves, fince the bite of anottier Dog, how angry foever, ne- 

ver produces the fame Effe&t. In the fame Manner, fays he, 

*tis hard to believe, that ali thefe fymproms muft be afcribed 
only to the meer bire of the Viper. * 

_As to the venomous Juice of the Viper, Mr. Linder does not 
think it to be an Acid juice, he pretends that ’tis an Aikalin and 
Sharp moifture, refembling that of Soap, which is compofed of 
Salts and Oils. 

The corrofive Poifons found in the vegetable Reign, are many 
in Number.Our Author reckons among ’em the famous Crow-foot 
that is found in Sard:nia.and called by the Latins Sardonica,which 
caufes violent Convulfions in the Face, fomething like thofe 
when a Man laughs. He adds Wolfs-bane,Hemlock the Vomiting 
Not, the Grains of Cuckow-pint, the Root of Afarabacca, and 
fome forts-of Mufhrooms, for fome of ’em are only hard to be 
digefted, and yet are very dangerous, as may be proved by many 
Inttances. Brayerius pretends, that Clement VII. died fuddenty, 
by eating too many Mufhrooms. De Re Cid. Lih. 9. Chap. 20. 

. Mr. Linder puts.alfo in this rank Gumma-gutta, Euphorbium, - 
Scammony, the Milk-chiftle,. Garlick, Hellebore, Coloquintida, 
the Plant named the Paffion-flower, or black Mechoacan, com- 
monly called Jalap. Perhaps one may wonder that Jalap and 
Garlick are ranked among Poifons, bit as to Garlick, Mr. Lin- 
der gives this for his Reafon, that it is fo corrofive, as being ap- 
ply’d to the Wrift with a little Saftron, itis a ftrong Veficatory 
and caufes a Blifter. 

Mr. Lizder|comes next to confider obftructing Poifons. He 
fays they are compofed of vifcous Particles, which cleave fo to 
the Entrails, that they hinder the Nourifhment from communi- 
cating it felf, deftroy the motion of the Organs, and draws them 
up in a heap almoft all over the Body, which occafions fhortnefs 
of Breath, Confumptfons, and aa infinite number of orher Di- 
ftempers. Inthe Mineral Reign, obftructing Poifons are White 
lead, Litharge, Plaifter of White Lime. Our Author fays no- 
thing here of the Animal or vegetable Reign, but fpends the 
Chapter in explaining how obftru&ting Poifons produce firch Ef- 
‘feéts in the Body, and afterwards comes to Narcotick Poifons, 

. He fays they are almoft all of the Vegetable Reign. M_ Lin- 
der reckons. among thefe, the Mandrake, Thorn-apple, Night- 
~ fhade, Belladona, Hounds-tongue, Tobacco, Spirits of Wine, 
As to the latter, M. Linder condemns their Cultom, who — | 

; | ome 
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fome of it in the Mornifig or after Dinner, thinking thereby to 
{trengchen their Stomachs, and help Digeftion, for he fays Spi. 
rits of Wine coagulate and fixe, and is capable of nothing but 
only to produce Obftructions. It is not fays he by means of the 
Spirit of Wine, that the Foetus and Animals are preferved from 
Corruption? Is not rhe White of an Egg hardened by the Spirit 
of Wine, fo that initead of contributing to Digeftion, they har- 
den Food in the Stomach, unlefs they be of itsown nature, and 
have much of fulphureous and refinous Parts. The Spirits of 
Wine do fo much coagulate the Parts of the Blood, that the 
Lympha growing thick, ftops in the Lymphatick Veflels, and 
making them burft, fheds it felf into the Belly and occafions the 
Dropfie. We cannot without exceeding the Limits of an Extraé& 
follow our Author further, but muft refer the curious Reader to 
the Book irfelt, for further Information of the Particulars.

Gein Treatife was compofed for young Divines, who are en- 
gaged to maintain the 4 Propofitions contained in the De- 
elaration of the Clergy of France in 1682. They are here ex- 
plained to their full Extent, with particular Proots of each of 
the Propofitions, wherein the fundamental Principles and Maxims 
of the Liberties of the Ga//ician Church are difcovered. 


The Firft Propofition. © 


* That Saint Peter and his Succeffors, the Vicars of Fefus Chrift, 
and the whole Church, received no power from God, but only as to 
Spiritual Things, which eoncern Salvation, and not as to Tempo- 
ral and Civil Affairs, &c. | 

For confirming this Propofition, our Author fhews firft, 
That the Power of the Church is altogether Spiritual, as appears 
-1.:From this, That Jefus Chrift has communicated to his Church 
only. the fame Power that he received from his Father as Media- 
tor, which was a Power altogether Spiritual. 2. From this, That 


» Jefus Chrift has declared by himfelf and his Apoftles, that the 


Church 
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Church had no Temporal Power nor JuriiQion, but thar that 
Power and Jur fdiétion belong’d to the Kings of the Earth. 
3. That thoie two Powers are independant one of another, and 
depend only upon God in the Exercife of their Authority. 
4; That the Popes, Bifhops, and Fathers have acknowledg’d the 
Church to fave Power only in Spiritual Things, as Kings have 
only in Tempural Things. 5. Thatthe Church asa Church has 
no right to conftrain Perfons to obey her, by fear or temporal 
~ Punifhments, 6. That all the Effect of Excommunication and 
Ecclefiaftical Cenfures, terminates in the privation of Spiritual 
Benefits, and has no refpe&t to thofe which are Temporal; trom 
whence it follows, that the Pope, by excommunicating Princes, 
can neither depole them from their Sovereignty, exempt their 
Subje&ts from the Obedience they owe them, nor dgptive them 
of the Right they have to their Crowns. 

Our Author proves -afterwards that the Royal Power is of its 
own Nature independent upon the Spiritual. For which he gives 
4 Proofs, .1. That the Power of Kings is immediately eftablifh- 
ed by God, and depends upon none other. 2. That God only 
can punifh the Faults of Kings with Temporal Punifhment. 
3. That Chriftians were never permitted by taking up Arms to 
refit Kings who abufe theif Power, but are obliged to fufler pa- 
tiently, tho” the Kings be Hereticks, Ungodly and Perfecntors, as 
appears by the practice of the Jews and Chriftians. 4.. That 
we muft ohey Princes in Civil and Temporal Things, and that no 
Chriftian is or can be exempted from this Obligation, nor by any 
pretext of Religion. 

Pope Gregory VII. was the Firft who took upon him this Au- 
thority to depofe Kings. Our Author combates this pretenfion, 
by fhewing that *tis new and difadvantageous both to Church 
and State. The Churches of France have ever maintained with 
all poffible vigour, the Soveraignty of their Kings in Temporal 
Affairs, when the Popes made the leaft attempt upon it. This 
is alfo the Doftrine of the Univerfity and Faculty of Theology at 
Paris, which has been authorized by feveral Judgments, folemn 
Decrees and Regulations, and is agreeable both to the fentiments 
of the ancient Divines, and that of other Nations. 

’ As thofe who attack this firft Propofition concerning the So- 
veraignty of Kingsin Temporal Affairs, found the Popes Power 
upon certain paflages of holy Scripture, upon nftances. out of 
the Old Teftament, or of Emperors, and Chriftian. Kings, that 
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the Partifans of the Court of Rome pretend to have been de- 
pofed by the Popes. He anfwers to all thefe Objections by ex- 
plaining thefe places of Scripture, and the inftances from which 
the Popes of Rome would make their advantage. : 

Our Author runs over fome Attempts by the Popes againft the 
Kings of France; the Excommunication pronounc’d by Nicolas 
the Firft, to oblige Lothaire to calt off Valdrade, and to take 
Thietberge his lawful Wife again; Pope Adrians order to the 
Bithops of France to feparate from the Communion of Charles 
the Bald, if he did not deliverto Louis the Son of Lorhaire, 
the full poffeffion of his Kingdom 3 the Sentences.of Excommu- 
nication by Hugo of Lions the Pope’s Legate, and afterwards by 
Pope Urbain the Second himfelf in the Councils of Aurun and 
Clermont, againtt Philip the Firft King of France, whoput away 
his Wite Berzhe, and marry’d Bertrade Wife to Foulques, Count 
of Anjou. Some hold, that on this occafion the formula Regaante 
Chrifto-was brought in, as if Philip had no more been confider’d 
as King, ard that the publick A&ts were no more dated from 
the Year of his Reign, the Enterprife of Boniface the Eighth a- 
gain{t Phidip the tair, the Monitorial Bulls of Sextus V. and Gre. 
gory XLV. againft Henry IV. 

The anfwer to all‘thofe Inftances is, that they did not hinder 
thofe Princes to be owned for lawful Kings by all their Subjeés. 
The Formula Regnanto Cbrifto is certainly both before and fince 
the Reign of P/idip, in the A&s made, and Councils held un- 
der the Chriftian Emperors, and ’tis proved by Charters from 
‘Philip 1. That the Cuftom of dating Publick A&s from his 
Reign was never interrupted. Bomiface VIPs Pretenfions upon 
the Temporalitics of Kings was difiwn’d by the Cardinals and 


‘repeated by Clement V. his Suceeffor. Pope Gregory XIV. 


when the Abfolution of the King was in Queftion, having pro- 
pofed at firft to declare, that he reftored the King to his Crown, 


he afterwards pafs’d from this Claufe, which was a Confeffion 


that neither his Predeceflor nor he had any Right to take it 
away from him. 

The other Authorities which feem to favour the Pretenfions 
of thofe who attribute to the Church a Power to depofe Kings, 
and difpofe of their Temporalties- Our Author confurtes fuch 
as the 4th Canon of ‘the 4th Latcran Council, which was made 
only againft particular Lords, favourers of Hereticks, and not 
againft Sovereign.-Princes. The Decrees of :the ‘Council of 
Con: 
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€onflance’ refpet only Feudatory Princes, who held their Fe 
ftates of the Church. He Examines afterwards the Writings 
of Divines and approved Canonifts, the pretended Decree of the 
Faculty of Theology at Paris, in the Time of Heary HI. The 
-Haranguée of Cardinal Perron, the Cenfure of the Book of the 
Galliean Churches Liberties, and what pafSd fince the Clergies 
Declaration in 1682. and fhews that all thofe Things are of no 
‘Confideration. He concludes this firft Propofition by refuring 
the Arguments which our Adverfaries ufe to fhew, that though, 
the Popes have not a-direét Power, they have at leaft an indiredt 
Power over the Temporalities of Kings. 


The Second Propofition. 


_ That according to the Two Decrees of the Council of Confiance 
contained in the Fourth and Fifth Seffions , the General Council, 
lawfully affembled, reprefents the Univerfal Church, and that 

the Pope, as well as others, is fubject to it’s Authority. 

Qur Author takes his Proofs, 1ft from the Words of the 
Gofpel: and Tradition. Our Saviour in St. Marth.-Chap. 16. 
Speaking to Peter, faysto him, Aad I fay alfo unto thee, thar 
thou art Peter, and co thts Rock will I build my Churcb,. and 
the Gates of Hell fhall not prevail againft it. This promife -is 
Made tothe Church, there is no promife of infalibility neither 
to Peter, nor to his Succeffors, nor to any particular Church. 
And when he promifes to give Peter the Keys, and power of. 
Binding and Loofing, they were not given to the perfonof Peter, . 
but to the univerfal Church in his Perfon. Whatfoever ye fhall 
bind on Earth, fays our Saviour to all his Apoftles, Marz. ‘18. 
Shall be bound in Heaven, and whatfoever ye shall loofe on Earth, 
Shall he loofed in Heaven. Whereby we fee that ’tis to the. 
Church, or to all the Apoftles and Bifhops, that our Saviour has 
communicated the Ecclefiaftical power; which is confirmed by 
the Sentiments of the Church of Rome, of the Fathers of the 
Church, and by the moft famous Faculties of Theology. A Se- 
cond proof of this 2d Propofition, is, that General Councils, ac- 
cording to our Author, are certainly infallible in decifions con-, 
cerning Faith ; and that all Catholicks don’t agree, that the Pope 
is infallible in his Judgments. 3. Becaufe the General Council 


‘being compofed of Bifhops _ all parts of the World, they 
a can 
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Can better determine than the Pope can do by his own know. 
ledge, and that of a few Cardinals and Divines. 4. As often as 
confiderable Controverfies happen’d in che Church concerning 
Matters of Faith and Difcipline, every one knows that there was 
always recourfe to a General Council, even after the Pupes had 
determined them ; which is prov’d by the conftant prattife of 
the Church, and by the uniform Condu& of Popes, fays our 
Author, fince the days of the Apoftles to this prefent Time, 
5. That which ferves alfo to prove the Authority of the Coun- 
cil, to be above that of the Pope, is, that there was never any 
appeal from the Decifion of a general Council to the Pope, as 
the Superiour Judge, whereas an appeal from the Judgment of 
the Pope to the Council, isan open way to thofe who alledge 
they are injured. 6. Another proof of the Superiority of the 
general Council, is the Confeffion of the Popes, that they are 
obliged to receive the Laws of the Council, to obey and obferve 
them, and that they cannot difannul or change them at plea- 
fure. 7. The Council has power to judge Popes, and depofe 
them, as is clear from particular Inftances. 8. The Councils of 
Pifa, Conflance aed Bafle, having determin’d that the General 
Council, reprefenting the univerfal Church, is above the Pope, 
and that the hearing and judging of Caufes that relate to the 
Pope, belongs to them ; their Deciftons were approved fuccef- 
fively by Alexander 5. Martin V. and Eugene \V. all Three 
fawtul Popes. To eftablifh the Validity of thofe Decrees, our 
Author explains the terms, and aniwers the Exceptions that are 
made ufe of to elude their Force. 9. He fhows that ’tis a re- 


. ceived Cuftom in the Church, to appeal trom the Judgment 


of Popes to that of General Councils prefent or to come, of 
which he quotes a great many Inttances. 10. He proves by the 
Determinations and Declarati ns of Univerfities and Faculties of 
Divinity, that the G.neral Council is above the Pope. 11. That 
this is alfo the Sentiment of the moft famous Divines and Ca- 
nonifts of all Nations, of e4xeus Sy/vivs, who was afterwards 
Pope by the name of Pivs 11. of Adrian Florentias Doktor of 
Louvain, who did not ret:act his Opinion when he was Pope by 
the Name of Adrian Vi. 12. Fe quotes Texts and Glofles of 
the Canon Law, which, how favourable foever to the Aurnority 
of the Popes, neverrnelefs yet contain excepted Cafes, i: which 
the Council has power over the Pope. In the laft place, he 


brings 
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brings feveral Arguments, which fully prove the Truth of thiS 
Second propofition, with the Inconveniencies that would follow 
from the contrary. 

‘He concludes, by anfwering the Objections his Adverfaries 
bring from the holy Scripture, and from the Name of Head of 
the Univerfal Church which is given to the Pope, from pre- 
tended Appeals from the Judgment of Councils to the Pope, 
from the Convocation and Confirmation of General Councils by 
Popes, and the Rights they have to prcfide in them ; from Dif- 
—- granted by Popes in prejudice of the Laws of General 
~ouncils; and from the Canon Nemo judicabit primam fedem, 
founded upon the Council of Rome under Pope Symmachus ; from 
fome Expreffions of Popes, and the Conftitution of Leo X. in 
the Lateran Council, who affirmed that the Pope alone has Av- 
thority over all Councils, and the Right and Power to call 


Transfer, and diffolve them. 


The Third Propofition. 


That rhe Pope’s Power is not abfolute, and without Limits, but 
ought to be regulated by the Difpofition of Canons and General 
Councils, and that the Laws and Cuftoms, anciently received in 
the Church of France, ought to be obferved there, and that the 


Pope can do nothing againft them. 


The Two parts of this Propofition are eftablifhed by Authori- 
ties and Examples. 


1, We fee by the Teftimonies of Popes Zozimus, Innocent 1, 
Saint Leo, Hilarius and Gelafius 1. Symmachus V- Gregory the 
Great, Leo 1V. Cardinals and other Prelates chofen by Pav/ III. 
to endeavour to reform the Church, that the Church of Rome has 
always laid it down as a Maxim, that the Canons ought to be 
the Rule of the Church, that the Popes had no Right to abolifh 
one or violate them, but are obliged to conform themielves to 
them. 

Inthe Second place, there are Inftances and Authorities which 
prove that the Church of France has trom the beginning been 
governed by the Canons — by the Univer{al Church, = 
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ag has digays meangain p ner Lor Se arse ene of ‘the an- 
‘oni Difcipline, by vppofing the New Rules which others 
won hy i mroduc’é, and that in this her: Liberty chiefly 
confifts. tem aa 
The Rights of the Church of France are, 1. To determine 
Quéftions of Faith, as being a Right annexed to the Chara€ter 
and Dignity of Bifhops, which our Saviour: gave them in the 
Perfon ot the Apoltles. Witmefs the Judgments given by the 
Bifhops of France from Age to Age, €ven to our own time, a- 
gain(t the Errors which rofe in their Diocefles. Our Author te- 
lates on this Occafion what pafs’d'in the Affair of Funfenins, 
and the Book of the Maxims of Saints, as to the inward Life, 
compofed by the Archbifhop of Cambray. 2.'To judge in Mat- 
ters of Difcipline ; Bifhops having always enjoy’d the Right to 
make General Regulations for the whole Church in General 
Councils, and to make particular ones fora Nation or: Province, 
in National. or Provincial Councils ; and been in pofitffion to 
maintain the particular Cuftoms of their Churches, provided 
they were not contrary to the: Laws of the Univerfal Church. 
3., Bifhops have a Right to judge Laicks, and to be judged 
themfelves; but according to Canonical Forms. We have the 
Authentick A&ts of this in the Verbal Procefs of the Affembly - 
of the Clergy, in 1650. 4. The Pope isnot the Ordinary, and 
cannot perform the Fun€tions of Ordinaries in the Diocefs of 
Bifhops without their Confent.. This is maintain’d in feveral 
Canons of General Councils, and the Bifhops of France have 
always maintain’d themfelves in this ancient Right of not 
fuffering their Epifcopal Jurifdi€tion to be invaded by the Pope 
or his Legates. 5. The Ecclefiaftical Laws which the Popes 
may make, do not oblige Believers,.and are not executed, if 
they be not received and approved by the Bifhops, who have a 
Right and are entituled to make fuch Modifications and Ex- 
ceptions as they Judge fit. 6.. The King’s Subjeéts, Clergy or 
Laity, cannot be fummoned to Rome, nor judged there; either in 
the firft Inftance, or in cafe of an Appeal ; but the Pope can | 
only fend Commiffaries in. Partibus. 7. Popes can grant no 
Privileges or Exemptions without the Confent of Bifhops, and 
without the King’s Permiffion. $. Nor can they give Difpen- 
fations without a Lawful Caufe. As to the Laws and Cuftoms . 
which ase. pasticular to the Church of France, there are Several 
Paflages 
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Paffiges which prove that the Popes could not derogate from 
them, as the Epittle of St. Tneneus to Viffor, in the Name of 
all the Churches of Gau/, concerning that Pope’s Difpute with 
the Afiatick Churches, as to the Celebration of Eaffer , the 
Epiftle of Fermilan to St. Cyprian, that of Denis of Alexan- 
dria to Philemon; and that- ot St. Bafile to Amphilocws, in the 
Debate about the Ke-baptization of Hereticks. Though thefe 
Popes were in the Right in both thofe Queftions, yet thefe Fa- 
thers‘did not think that the Bifhops, who practifed the contrary, 


-were oblig’d to quit it; and that they could not be fepazated 
from the Communion of the Church for this Matter, till thofe 


Queftions were determin’d by an Univerfal Council. Befides, 
we find that in ahcient Times certain Churches had: Rights and 
Privileges, in which they were maintained by the Canons of 
Councils. Such was the Prerogative of Honour confirm’d by- 
the 6th Canon of the Council of Nice to the Bifhop of Exe 
or Ferafalem, referving always the Rights of his Metropolis. 
The Right which the Council of Epbe/us preferv’d tothe Bi- 
fhops of Cyprus to ordain their Metropolitan, by making on 
this occafion a general Law to maintain all Churches in their 
Liberties and Privileges, &e.--- The Propofition that every 
Chutch has a Right to obferve particular Cuftoms, though 
different from thofe of the Church of Rome, is alfo con- 
firmed by the Authorities of St. Ambrofe, St. Ferome, and 
St. Aguffin, and of the. Popes St. Gregory, Nicholas 1. and 
otliers. - 


The Fourth Propofition. 


That in Queftions of Faith, and. Decrees which refped ali 
Churches, and. every Church in particular, the Fudgments of 
Popes are not irrevocable, if she Confent of the Church do nos 
imterveen. 


This is demonftrated ; 
1..By St. Peter’s Example; who, willing to oblige the - 
Gentils to be Circumcifed after the manner of the fews, was 
teproved by. St..Paz/; who fays, that he with{tvod him to his 
Face, becaufe he was to be blamed, The other Apoftles being. 
affémbled ‘to. examine and refolye this Queftion, far from ap- 
proving 
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proving his Condu&, they yielded to St. Paw/’s Remonttrahess, 
which proves that St. Peter was not infallible in his Judgment 
as to the Points of Religion, but that he might be miftaken on 


this occafion. 


2. By the ancient Difcipline of the Church, where Matters. 
of Faith were often judged by Bifhops in Provincial Councils 
without confulting the Pope, and the Judgments the Popes 
made were often examined over again, either by Bifhops before 
they receiv’d them, or in General Councils. 


3. By the Examples of Popes who have erred in their De- 
cifions, fuch as Pope E/euwtherius, who approv.d the New Pro- 
phefies of the Moatanifts,; by Pope Vitéor’s excommunicating 
the Churches of A/ffa for a Queftion of Difcipline, which is.not 
yet decided by Pope Liberius; who fubfcrib'd to the Condem- 
Jatin of St. Atbanafius, and fign’d the Arian Formula of Faith; 
by Pope Zozimus, who approved the Heretical Profeffion of 
Faith ; by Celeftixs ; by Pope Honorius, who was Anathema- 
tized feveral times by the 6th General Council, as an Heretick 
and Favourer of the Herefy of the Monotholites ; and by that of 
Pope Joba XXII. who taught pao that the Souls of thofe 
who ‘died in a State of Grace, fhall not enjoy the Vifion of God 
till after the Day of Judgment. 


- 4. By the Contradi€tions which are found in fome of the 
Pope’s Decifions, as the contrary Decifions of Celeftin and Inno. 
cent lil. upon the Queftion: Whether if one of thofe that are 
join'd in Marriage turn ‘Heretick, he that continues in the Church 
may marry another. Six Popes have decided that-the Friers- 
Minors had no Propriety nor Inheritance in the Things which 
they ufed; nay, not in thofe that were confecrated by Cuftom ; 
yet Pope ¥obe XXII. has. declared the contrary, and treated 
this Doétrine as Peftilential, Erroneous, Damnable, Heretical 


and Blafphemous, and order’d thofe who maintain it to be look’d 


upon as Hereticks and Rebels to the Church of Rome. Pope 
Clement V. revok’d by his Decretale Merwit, the Decretale 
Unam Santtam of Boniface Vill. touching the pretended Sove- 
seignty of Popes over the Temporalities of Kings. Sixtus V. 
having publifh'd an Edition of the Bible, according.to the vul-

sat Tranflation, and declared by his Bull that *tis very corre& 3. 
Bope Clement Vii. caufed this Tranflation with the Bull before

5. By the Conféffion of Popes themfelves, who have own'd 
that Popes are not infallible: Upon which our Author Cites 
particularly the Teftimonies of Pus/ IV. Adrian 1V. Gregory XI. 
Innocent Ul. Adrian \I. Clement \V. and Gregory VII. 


6. By the Aéts of feveral Councils, who have not own’d the 
infallibilty of Popes. Our Author obferves that this Doétrine 
was unknown in.the Church for the Space of 1400 Years, and 
even to the Time of the Councils of Pifa and Conftance, when 
they began to move the Queftion ; If the Council was above 
the Pope, or the Pope above the Council. There arofe this 
other Queftion, Whether the Pope be intallibie : But both were 
foon divided in a General Council, whofe Decrees, though con- 
‘trary to the Pretenfion of Popes, were approved by Martian V. 
who fubmitted to the Authority of that Couneil. 


7. By the Declarations of the Faculties of Divinity and Uni- 
verfitics, upon the pretended infallibility of the Pope, in feverak 
Cenfures, again{ft thofe who undertook to maintain it. 


8. By the Sentiments of the moft ancient and able Divines 
of all Nations. Our Author in the Clofe anfwers the Ob- 
jeCtions that may be made againft this Fourth Propofition, frorf\ 
fome Paffages of the Holy Scripture, the Authorities of Popes, 
or Pafiages of the Fathers,

Facob, tho’ in procefs of Time, it contain’d not only the Por- 
tion of Land that appertain’d to the Tribe of Fudab, but 
after the Revolt of the Ten Tribes, the Portion of Benjamin ; 
and after their Captivity the Portions of Simeon and Dan 3 and 
after the Return of the Jews from the Babylonifh Captivity, the 
Name of udea was extended in general to all thofe Parts of 
the Holy Land-Inhabited by the ‘Fews. Secondly, Samaria fo 
calld (as our Author obferves) from its capital City of the 
fame Name, which fok up the moft confiderable part of what 
formerly belong’d to the Tribe of Ephraim, and the half Tribe 
of Manaffes on the Weft fide of Fordan, Thirdly, Galilee, which 
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was formerly poflefs’d by the Tribes of I/facher and Zebulon and 
Napthali, and the Inland part of the Tribe of “ber. He takes 
notice next of the Coafts of Tyre and Sido», which border 
Galilee to the Weft and North, and fell formerly to the Lot of 
the Tribe of sAfher: Of Abilene, Itureaand Trachonits , the firit 
of. whith is thought by fome to have lain within the borders 
of Nepthalim;, the fecond was given by Mofes to that half 
Tribe of Manaffes, which fixt on the Eaft fide on the River 
Fordan, as alfo the third, thefe three being the Eaftern 
Boundaries of Galilee: And laftly of Perea or the Country be- 
yond Fordan, which was poflefs’d of old by the two Tribes of 
Reuben and Gad. As for Decapols this he Obferves was a Tra& 
fo nam’d from 10 confiderable Cities contain’d therein ; fome 
‘ of which lay without, others within the Holy Land, partly 
in Iturea and partlyin Perea. The Countries and Places men- 
tion’d in the four Gofpels without the Land of J/rae/, are Syria, 
Niniveh, Babylon, the Kingdom of the Queen of the South, 
Egypt, Cyrene and Rome, which our Author gives a brief Ac- 
count of, for which I muft referr the Reader to the Treatife I 
am giving an Account of. 


In the Second Chapter our Author gives an Account of out 
- Saviour’s Journeyings from his Birth to his Baptifm ; but firft 
of Nazareth, where the Virgin Adary firft heard that fhe fhould 
be Deliver’d of the AA/fieh, and of the Hill-country of Fudea, 
before he comes to the place of the Birth of gur Saviour: Na- 
zareth he obferves is Situated in the South Weft part of Galike, 
‘not far from the Confines of Samaria, and nearer to the Coafts 
of Tyre and Sidon 5 its prefent State he gives us from Mr. Maun- 
drel, and then takes notice of the Chamber of the Annunciati- 
on faid by the Papifts, to be remoyd by Angels from Nazareth 
to Loretto ; and after having obferv’d that Hebron in the Hill- 
Country of Fuda, was probably the place where Mary went 
to Vifit her Coufin Elizabeth 5 he proceeds to give an account 
of Bethlebem, which is about fix Miles diftant from Yeru/alem 
to the South Weft. In this Town, he tells us from Mr. 47aun- 
drel, is at prefent a Convent of Latin Monks, as alfo one of 
the Greeks, and another of the Armenians; here alfo are fhewn 
feveral Curiofities, as the place where ‘tis faid our Blefled Lord 
was Born, and the Manger in which he was Laid, and about 
half a Mile Eaftward, the Field where ’tis faid the Shepherds 
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Samaria, now call’d, Naphfa, ftanding ina narrow, Valley be- 
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were Watching their Flocks, when they receiv'd the glad Ti- 
dings of the Birth of Chrift, with feveral other Particulars. 
He comes next to Ferufalem formerly call’d Salem, and jn the 
Times of Fofbwa in the pofleffion of the Febufites ; from them 
it had the Name of Febms, and from thefe two Names, Febus 
and Salem, fome imagine it to be call’d ‘febu/alem, and for bet- 
ter Sound fake Ferufalem. He finifhes this Chapter with an ac- 
count of our Saviour’s being carry’d into Egypt ; of. Rama and 
Rachel’s being faid to Weep at the Murder of the Innocents ; 
of our Saviour’s Return out of Egypt to Nazareth, and his going 
up to the Paflover at Ferufalem at 12 Years of Age. 


The WildernefS of Fudea, which lay all along the River - 
Jordan, begins his Third Chaptet’, from whence he pafles to an . 
account of this famous River firft from ‘Fofephuws, and then from 
Mr. Maundrel: In this_River our Saviour was Baptis’d; and 
our Author obferves from Mr. Maundrel, that about a Furlong 


. from that part of the River where he and his Company Vifited 


it, there was an old Ruin‘d Church and Convent Dedicated to 
St. Fobn, in Memory of the Baptifing of our Blefled Lord. Af- 
ter this our Author takes notice of the Wildernefs wherein our 
Lord was Tempted, and of the exceeding high Mountain to 
which he was carried by the Devil; of thefe he gives an ac- 
count from Mr. Adaundrel, and then proceeds with our Lord to — 
Bethabara, and thence to Cana of Galilee, which lies within the 
Tribe of Zabslun not far from Nazareth ; and thence to Caper. 
naum, Whence our Lord went to Ferufalem to the firft Paffover 
after his Baptifm and. Entrance on.his publick Miniftry : Hence. 
our Author takes occafiori to be pretty large in an account of 
the Temple of Feru/alem, as it was Built by Solomon, and after 
its Deftruétion by Nebuchadnezzar, asit was rebuilt by Zorobabel, 
and fo much Repair’d and Beautify’d by Herod the Great, as tobe 
efteem’d a new Temple, and call’d Herod’s Temple. 1 can’t be 
particular in this account, but. muft referr the Reader to the 
Book it felf’ for full Satisfa@tion. ~ 


In the Fourth Chapter, our Author gives an account of the 
Places Vilited by otf Saviour from his firft to his fecond Paflo- 
ver, and after having taken notice of Exon near. Salem, where 
‘Fobn was Baptiling, he comes to Sychar or Sychem a City of 


Wixt 
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twixt Mount Geriziw on the South and Fbe/ on the North: Up- . 


on the Top of Mount Gerizim our Author obferves,from Mr. 
Maundrel, the Samaritans have a {mall Temple or Place of Wor- 
fhip, to which they are ftill wont to repair. at certain Seafons, 
for Performance of the Rites of their Religion. He gives an 
account after this of Facob’s Well, of Savepra and Capernaum, 
and the Sea of Galilee, otherwife call'd the Sea of Tiberias, or the 
Lake. of Gennefareth.. The Land of Gennefareth, he gives us a 
large and beautiful Account of, froin Fofephus 5 and then going 
on with our Saviour to the Celebration of his fecond Paflover, 
after his entrance upon his. publick Miniftry, he takes notice 
of the Pool of Bethefda, which Mr. Maundrel tells us he went 
toltake a view of, and fonnd 12> Paces long and 40 broad, and 
at leaft eight’deep, but.void of Water. 


' Our Author beigins his Fifth Chapter with an account of 
our Saviour’s,Returning into Galid-e after his fecond Paflover, 
of the Mountain of Beatitudes, and of the City of Naim, and 
of Chorazin and Betbfaida, and the Land of Sedam and Gomor-~ 
rao; and becaufe *tis commonly. reported that the Lake 4pbai- 
ees is therefore call’d the Dead-Sea, becaufe it Nourifhes not any 
living Creature, by reafon of the bituminous Smell it fends 
forth io ftrong, as to kill Birds that attempt to Fly over it, he 
obferves from Mr. Adaundrel’s Journal, that he was an Eye 
Witnefs of the Falfity of the commog Tradition, forafmuch as 
he faw feveral Birds Flying about and over the faid Sea without 
any vifible harm, and that as to the other part of the common 
Tradition, that no Fifh nor other Creature can endure to live 
in thofe deadly Waters, he has alfo reafon to fufpeé the fame 
as falfe, having obferv’d among the Pebbles on the Shore two 
or three Shells of Fifh, refembling Oyfter-Shells. He tells us 
farther, that though Mr. Maundre/ diligently Survey’d the Wa- 
ters as far as his. Eyes could reach, he could not difcern any 
heapsof Ruins, nor any Smoak afcending above the Surface of 
the Waters as is ufually defcrib’d in the Maps of Geographers ; 
tho” the Father Guardian and Procurator of Feru/alem told him 
that they had. once actually feen one of thefe Ruins, and that 
it was fo near the Shoar, and the Water fo fhallow at that 
time, that they together with fome French- men went into it, 
and found there feveral Pillars and other Fragments of Build- 


ings. After this our. Author comes to. the. Cougtry of the 
| Gadarens 
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Gadarews OF Girgefens; fo call’d becaufe it lay in the Neighbour. 
hood. of Gadara and Gergela, two Cities which lay within the 
DiftriG of Decapols, and concludes this Chapter with a short 
account of Tiberias, &c. 


The Sixth Chapter begins with an account of Canaay and 
Syropbanicia, whence our Author ‘proceeds to give a large ac- 
count of Tyre both as it was heretofore, and as to its prefent 
State from Mr. Maundrel; and of Sidon after the fame manner. 
And then he proceeds to take notice of “Magdala and Dalmanu- 
tha, of Cafarea Philippi, and’Mount Tabor, which Mr, Mavndrel 
tells us is in an high Mount Round and Beautiful, ftanding by 
it felt in the Plain of Efdradon, two Miles diftant from Naza- 
reth Eaftward. Our Author takes notice next of the Extractie 
on of the Samaritans, andof the rife of the Differences in Re- 
ligion ’twixt them and the “fews, which 1 can’t be particular 
upon here: He pafles on afterwards to an account of the Mount 
Olevet trom Mr. Maundrel, and after feveral intervening 


Particulars, gives an account of Fericho, thro’ which our Lord 


was pleas’d to pafs in his laft Journey to Ferufalem, After this 
our Author runs on with feveral particulars precedent to our 
Lord's Paffion, and afterwards gives a brief account of Arima- 
thea, Gethfemane, the Brook Cedrén, &c. and. at laft takes no- , 
tice of the Stone which was roll’d to the Mouth of our Lord's 
Sepulchre which Mr. Maundrel tells us the Armenians pretend 
to be depofited under the Altar of their Chappel, which is 


' Built where the Houfe of Caiapbas ftood formerly ; this Stone 


he tells us is two Yards and a Quarter long, one Yard high, and 
as much broad; being Plaifter'd all over, except in five or fix 
little places, where it is left bare’ to receive the immediate 
Kifles and other Devotions of Pilgrims. 


In the La Chapter of this firft Part, our Author takes brief 
Notice of the Places Honour’d with our Lord’s Prefence after 
his Refurre@ion, which were the Garden on Mount Gslvary, 


_ where he firft appeard to Mary Magdalen; the way to, and the 


Village of Emmaus ; the Mount of Galilee, where he appear'd 
to his Apofties, thought by fome to be Mount Tabor ; the Sea 
ot Tiberias, and feveral other Places not mention’d in the New 
Teftament. From Mount Bethany he afcended. into Heaven ; 
and our Author obferves from Mr.:Mausdre/ that. the Place 
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now a-days fhewn for the Place of our Lord’s Afcenfien, is at 
the Top of an Hill on the Mount Olivet, where was-anciently 
a large Church built in Honour of that glorious Triumph 3. 
but all that now remains of it is only an Oétogonal Cupolo, 
about eight Yards in Diameter, ftanding, as they fay, over 
the very place where were fet the laft Footfteps of the Son of 
God hére on Earth: Within the Cupolo there-is feen, continues 
he, (as they tell us) the Print of one of his Feet; where was 
alfo the Print of the other Foot fome time fince, but it has been 
peck TOOTS by the: Zurks into the great Mofque on Mount

ven Chapters as well as the Firft. In the Fr/t, of which 
he {peaks of St. Paw!’s Travels from his leaving Ferufalem to go 
to Damajcus, till his firft Return to Férujalem after his Conver- 
fion: In the Second, of his Travels from Feru/alem to Cefarea, 
Tarfus, and Antioch, till his fecond Return to Ferufalem after his 
Converfion: In the Third, of his Travels and Voyages to Cy- 
prus, Pampbylia, Pifidia, Lycaonia, Oc. till his third Return to 
TFerufalem: In the Fourth, of his Travels and Voyages into Phry- 
gia, Galatia, Myfia, Troas, Macedonia, Achaia, Oc. till his» 
tourth Return: In the Fifth, of his Travels and Voyages into 
Ajia, and particularly to Ephefus, and from thence into Muce- 
donia and Greece, Gc. till his fifth Return to Feru/alem after his 
Converifion: In the Sixth, of his Travels from his being fent a 
Prifoner to Rome, till his Martyrdom : And in the laft Chapter 
‘our Author treats of fuch Countries, and other Places, as are 
mention’d or refer’d to in the Books of the Néw Teftament, 
which follow after the Gofpels , and fall not in with the Courfe 
of St. Paul's Travels. 


And inafmuch as St. Pawl’s Converfion happened in his Jour- 
ney to Damafcus, our Author begins his Firf# Chapter of this 
Part withan Account of this Famous City ; whichhe obferves 
to be one of the moft Venerable Cities for Antiquity in the 
whole World, being the Birth-place of Eliezer the Steward of 

' Abrabam ; and tobe no lefs Confiderable on Account of its 
Strength and Greatnefs, being tor a long time the Capital of 
Syria, and Refidence of the Syrian Kings mention’d in the Old 
Teftament. He gives usa large Account of its prefent Cir- 
Cimftances from Mr. Maunderal, who tells us of it in general, 
That no Place in the World can promife the Beholder at a 
Diftance greater Voluptuoufuefs, infomuch that the Turks have 

‘ : | a Tradition 
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a Tradition amongft them, That their Prophet coming near 
Damafeus, took his Station upon a certain Precipice for. fome 
time in order to view the City, and confidering the ravifhing 
Beauty and Delightfulnefs of it, he would not tempt his Frail- 
ty by entring into it, but inftantly departed with this Reflecti- 
on upon it,: Fhat there was but one Paradife defign’d for 
Man, and for. his Part he was refolv'd not to take his in this 
World. After this he proceeds toa large particular Defcrip- 
tion of it, which Ican’t infert here ; and concludes this Chap- 
ter with St. Pawl’s withdrawing into Arabia Dejerta, after his 
Efcape from Damafcus ; and after that, his Return to Feru- 


falem. 





. After St. Pau} had continued fifteen Daysin feru/alem, he 
went to Cz/area, a City lyingin Phenicia, upon the Road into 
Ezypt, between Dora and Foppa: Of this City our Author gives 
us alarge Account ovtof Foféphus; and having mention’d this 
City where Peter converted Cornelius, and Pailsp the Evangelift 
liv’d, he thence takes @ccafion to take’ Notice of thofe Towns 
which lie to the South of Cefarea, and are mention’d only in the 
Hiftory of St. Peter and Philip; fuchas Poppa, a Port Town 
lying to the South of Czfarea, which isfaid to have been firft 
built by Fapbet, Lydde and Sarom, two Villages lying inland of 
Foppa; Gaza, call'd in the Old Teftament Azzab; Exbiopia , 
Azotus, call’d inthe Old Teftament Afhdod, and memorable 
therein for the Temple of Dagon, Hence he pafles to Tar/us, 
(whether St. Pau? went from Cafarea) a City of Cilicia, which 
lies on the South Eaft Parts of Afia minor, call’d inthe Hebrew 
Tarfhifh ; and he gives an Account of this City: Pafling after- 
wards with St. Paw/ to Antioch in Syria, called by fome Antiochia 
Epidapbne, which is fituate on the River Oronts, about twelve 
_ Miles diftant from the Shoar of the Mediterranean Sea. From 
hence St. Paw/ went afecond time to Ferufalem, to carry the 
Contributions made at Antioch for the poor Brethren there in 
the Time of the Famine foretold by Agabw, which happened 
in the Days of Claudius Cefar. 


St. Paul, after a fhort Stay at Feru/alem, goes to Antioch with 
Barnabas, and thence to: Selescia in Syria, which lay a little 
North Weft of Antioch upon the Mediterranean Sea: Hence he 
fet Sail to Cyprus, which our Author gives a fhort Account -of, 
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as alfo of Salbmis the Place whére he landed, ont of the Ruins 
of which Famaagafa is faid to have arifen; and “of Paphos, 
whence they departed td Perga in Pampbylia, and thence to 
Antioch in Pifdis, the principal City of that Country which 
lay North of Pampbylie. Hence our Author follows St. Paul to. 
Kconium, Lyra, and Derbe, three Cities of Lyckonia, a finall 

_ Region or Province lying to the North-Eaft of Pifdia, and ad- 
joining Southward to Panphylia and Cilicia ; and returns with 
him back to Aftalia, a Sea-port of Pamphylia, whence he fet 
fail for Antioch in Syria, whence he came to Zerufalem, A. D. 


48. : 


In the Fourth Chapter our Author gives us an Account of St. 
Paul’s Travels and Voyages into Phrygia, Galatia, Mjfia, Gc. 
till his fourth Return to erufalem after his Converfion. And 
here firft he givesusa fhort Account of the Scripture-Prygia 
which lay to the Weft of Lycaonia, and then of Hierapols a 
City of that Region which lay in Phrygia Pacatiana, from Sir 
Paul Rycant. He thence proceeds to Cof[e, Galatia, and Cap- 
padocia, and under the laft obferves, that St.George, who was 
made the Patron Saintof the Order of the Garter by King Ed. 
ward the Third, wasa Noble Cappadocian, and a Martyr. Af- 
ter this our Author'gives a fhort Account-of the Situation, ec. 
Of Pontus, Myfia, Bithyniz, and Trous. Hence he goes with St, 
Paul out of the Afiatick Continent to Samothracia, a {mall Ifland 
lying on the Welt, and off the Coafts of Thrace, thence to Ni~- 
epoles Nicopolis, Philippi, Amphipols, Appollonia, and Theffaloniea, 
Zities of Macedonia. From: Theffalonica St. Paul was conduéted 
to Beraa, whence he came to Athens, and afterwards to Corinth ; 
our Author gives us an Account of thefe two Famous Places, 
and then goes along with the Apoftle from Cenchrea by Ephe/us 
to Ferufalem ; 


In the Fifth Chapter our Author gives an Account of the 
Scripture fa, by which is to beunderftood (excepting in Aas 
27,2. where the Coafts of A/a may denote all the Coaft: from. 
Cefarea to Sidon, and fo along Cilicia, Pamphylia, &c.) Lydia in 
its largeft Acceptation, or taken fo. as toinclude Fomse and 
eAiols ; and of the Seven Churches there to which'St.: Fobn wrote 
his Revelations, viz. Epbefus, Smyrna, Pergamus, Thyatira, Sardis, 
Philadglpbia, and. Laodscea: Heis very large in the vaca | : 
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thefe from Sir Pau! Rycaut’s Prefent State of the Greek Church, but 
J can’t tranfcribe:what he offers, but muft refer the Reader for 
Satisfa&tion to the Book I am giving a brief Account of. After 
this he proceeds, ina fecond Seftion of this Chapter, to go 
along with St. Paw? to Iiyricum, a Province lying N. N. W. of 
Macedonia, Oc. and then gives usan Account of the Accepta- 
zion of Greece in the New Teftament, which excludes Macedoniz, 
-and is equivalent to Achaia in the Roman Acceptation, which 
included not only Greece, properly fo cail’d, but alfo the Pedo- 
ponnefe, wherein lay Achéia Propria, and the. City of Corinth. 
After this, in the Courfe of St. Pau!’s Travels, our Author gives 
a fhort Geographical, &c. Account of Mitylene, the Iffands of 
Chios; Samos, and Patmos; of Miletus a Port Town in the Afia- 
tick Continent in the Province Of Caria, Famous forthe Birth- 
place of Thales, one of the feven Wife Men of Greece, and the 
Father of the Ionick Philofophy ; of Coos and Rbades,’ Patera and 
Prolemais ; of the laft of which Places he gives us a Particular 
and Beautiful Account from Mr. Mzundrel. From Prolersais St. 
Paul went to Cefarea, and thence, Anno 56. came the fifth time 
to Ferufalem. 


After St. Paul's fifth Return to Feru/alem, he was apprehended 
and fent a Prifoner to Felix to Ce/area, from whence he went 
10 Adramyttium, a Port Town in Myfain thelefler Afa, lying 
over againft the Ifle of Lesbos, and not far from Zroas, and 
here he fet Sail for Italy ; the Account of this is given in Ads 
27. and 28. Andour Author proceeds in his Sixth Chapter to 
give a Defcription, éc. of the Places mention’d in thefe Chap- 
ters Of the 4s, fuch as Alexandria, and Cnidos, and Crete, and 
Milita ; from which laft Ifland St. Pam? fail'd to Sicily, to Syra- 
ewfe; and from thence to Rhegium and Puteoli, and came by the 
way of .Appit Forum, &c. to Rome. Our Author is pretty large 
in his Account of Alexandria, Crete, Malta, and Syracufe , and 
then takes Notice that tis probable that St. Paul travel’d to 
Spain and Britain, and planted the Gofpel in thefe Weftern 
Parts of the World, and afterwards was beheaded at Rome 
Anno 65. 
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Our Author concludes this Work | witha:Chapter treating 
of fuch Countries, and other Places, as ate mention‘d or re. 
fer’d to in the Books of the New Teftament, which follow. af. 
ter the Gofpels, and fall‘not in with the Courfe of St. Pax)’ 
Travels; fuch as Mefopotamia, which lay between the two Fa- 
mous Rivers of Zigris and Euphrates; Charran, a City in the 
North-Weft Part of this Country ; Chaldea ; Elam, or Ely 
mais, in Perfia ; Media, Parthia, Lybia, and Cyrene: Of each 
ef thefe he gives a brief Accouut, which having gone through, 
he has finifhed the Geography of the New Teftament , having given 
an Account. of the Situation of the feveral Countries, and o- 
ther Places therein mention’d ; and withal, having taken Notice 
of fuch Particulars as have render’d.the Places more Remark- 
able ; this Mixture of Hiftory tending to take off the Dryne‘s 
of bare Geography, and to render the whole Pleafant and:

Nafmtch as nothing can be either more Profitable or Plea- 

| fant to Divines than the Study of Ecclefiaftical Antiquity, 
our Author obferves, That nothing ought to be kept with 
' greater Care and Diligence from Corruption, efpecially confi- 
dering that the Roman Editors of the Councils and Ecclefiafti- 


cal Hiftory, ufe fuch Arts to fophifticate and corrupt them, 
either in leaving out, or curtailing, or altering any Canon or 
Canons as their Occafions fhall require. ‘Thefe fraudulent Prac- 


tices he obferves that Binius, Labbe, Coffartius, and Barcnius have. 


been principally guilty of, efpecially when their great Diana, 
the Pope’s Supremacy, and other Corruptions of the Church of 
Rome, come under Confideration ; in which Cafes they have 
never made it fo much their Bufinefs to fearch out the Truth, 
‘as to fupport and pleafe their Party. This, continues our Av- 
thor, Binius freely confefles, acknowleging, in his Proemium, 
that he took his Notes out of Baronius, Bellarmin, and Pof/:vin, 
whofe ts geht End it is to perfwade the World, that the 
Pope of Rome was appointed by Chrift Supreme Head of the 


Church, and an-infallible Judge. He fhews infeveral Inftances 
how they have perverted the Senfe of Antiquity in their Com- 
ments upon fuch Canons of the Church as run counter to their 


Innovations, as in the sth Canon cf the Apofties, and thegth, 
18th, 





‘d_ by the Greek. Church: As alfo of the Councils, Decree:,. 
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‘18th, 66th, and 6gthof the fame, and fome others, wherein 
they pervert their Senfeas to the Lawfulnefs of the Marriage 
of the Clergy, and in feveral other Particulars; as they do 
alfo when they undertake to fupport the che Supremacy, 
“Innovation of Saints, Adoration of Relicks, @c. 

Thefe Corruptions of the Church of Rome were brought o- 
ver into Britain, Anno 596, by Auguftim the Mout, who impo- 
fed his own Order, and other Romifh Rites and Ceremonies, 
upon the Illufirious Britifh Churches. Here our Author expects 
that fome will blame him for expofing the Blemifhes of our 
Anceftors in the prefent Colleétions ; but he anfwers from 
- Spelman, That itis our Intereft to be acquainted with the Fail- 
“ings as well as the Virtues of our Anceftors , that asthe Latter 
“may let us fee their Piety and Senfe, fo the Former may thew 
that they were but Men: That itis requifite for Sailors not 
only to know the fafeft Seas, but alfo the Rocks and Iflands, in 
order to be able to fail with the greater Security ; and that 
thofe who are appointed by God to fit at the Helm of the Ec- 
clefiaftical Common-Wealth, muft be acquainted, from the 
_ Ancient Hiftories and Monuments of the Church, with the 
Rocks and Sands. of Herefy, in order to be able the better: to 
avoid them, and to preferve the Church from being corrupted 
by them, He acknowledges that in the Collection of the Ca- 
nons and,Synodical Conftitutions of the Englih-Saxon Church, 
fome Particulars are to. be met with diffonant from Piety and 
Truth, and contrary to thé Sacred Scriptures and the receiv’d 
Dottrines of the Church. of Engdand ; but heobferves with my 
Lord Verulam, That Books are like Apothecary’s Shops, which 
contain Poyfons as well.as Antidotes, both which, if apply’d 
by a skilful Phyfician, contribute to the procuring and eftablith.

If we look upon our Anceftors, fays he, in, the Good Works 
they did, and the Fruits of their Faith, they have. fet us Noble 
Examples of Piety and Virtue; the great Piety of our Kings 
and Queens amazing, their Zeal for Religion incredible, their 
Alms great and remarkable, their Bounty to, God’s Minifters 
®reat, and their Donations towards the building, beautifying, 
4nd endowing Churches magnificent and admirable. If we de- 
fcend and cait.our Eyes amongit the Subjedts,, we fhall find ma- 
ny Famous for their Piety, laying out all.their Pofleflions but 
What were necellary to furnifh them. with Food and Raiment, 
in 














sie gp for Apple 708%, 236 
in building Churches; and promoting al] other Worksot Piety, 
in feeding the Poor, cloathing the Naked, redeenung Captives, 
fetting Slaves at Liberty, andthe like. Andas tothe Clergy, 
they were highly efteem’d not only by the Nobility and 
Commons, but alfo by the EnglifheSaxon Kings themfelves, 
and had Honour,.confer’d upon ‘em by. the State in proportion 
to their, Dignity in the Ecclefiaftical Government: The Kings 
always had them io their Privy Councils, and preferd them to 
the higheft State Miniftries; and as they were. heretofore the 
only Men of Learning, whilft the better fort of the Laity de- 
voted themfelves principally to Military Employments, the 
Mouth. of. the Prieft became by thefe Means the Oracle of the 
Commonalty, andthe Mouth of the Bifhopthe Oracle of the 
King and Commonwealth. . 

Andif we take a View of our Ancient Clergy (continues 
he) though we fhall not always find them very Learned, as nei- 
ther ever very Ignorant; yet we fhall meet with ’em Pious, and 
frequent in Fafting, and Prayer, and Divine Worfhip, according 
to the way then eftablifh'd: For Charity, oc. very Eminent, 
not looking upon the Patrimony of the Church as abfolutely 
given em, but intrufted with’em ; and that they were net {fo 
much the Proprietors 4s Stewards of it, not only for their own 
ufe, but for that of the Church and Poor alfo. For thefe Ends 
they look’d upon ‘em to begiven’em by their Princes.and other 
- Pious Benefactors; and though under the Normaz Kings the 
Ancient Immunities of the Church began to fink, the Clergy 
was neverthelefs had in fo much Reverence, that, though fome 
of ‘em were Proud, or Covetous, or Incontinent, or Luxuri- 
ous, others, for their great Accomplifiments, and Fidelity to- 
wards their King and Country, were call‘d to the higheft Offi- 
cesin the Commonwealth. This, fays he, was the Ancient 
State of the Church, and thus did the Princes and People ex- 
prefs their Value and Reverence for the Clergy, till in after 
Ages their Veneration for the Church ceas'd, as its outward © 
Grandeur and Beauty decay’d. : 

_ He proceeds to obferve, That as the Power of the Keys was 
committed by God Almighty to the Apoftles and their Succef- 
fors, exclufively of Temporal Princes having any thing todo 
in this Matter; fo the Chriftian Emperors have often acknow- 
Tedg’d that they had nothing at all to do in making Laws rela- 
ting to Ecclefiaftical Difcipline; they being, on the contrary, 
wont 
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wont to call Councils when any Church Controverfies wanted 
tobe decided, or Ecclefiaftical Laws tobe made. Thus the 
firft Council of Nice was call'd by Confantine the Great, that of 
Conftantinople by Theodofius the Elder, that of Epbefus by Theodo/- 
ws the Younger, and (to mention no more) that of Chalcedon 
by Mercian. Neither did any of thefe Princes determine any 
Point to be difcufs’d by the Synod they call’d, ‘till the Synod had 
given their Judgment, and what they decreed was frequently 
confirin’'d by Civil Sanétions. Hence, proceeds he, ‘tis manifeft, 
that ’tis the Duty of Chriftian Princes to defend and provide 
for the Safety of the Church as well as the State. And here 
he commends the Condué of the Emperor Marcian, who find- 
ing feveral things amifs in the Clergy and Monks, wou'd not 
take upon himfelf direétly to reform ’em, but committed the 
Matter to a Synod, exprefly declaring that Ecclefiaftical Mat- 
ters ought rather to be eftablifh'd by Ecclefiaftical than Civil 
Laws, afd by a Synod rather than by himfelf. Hence he con+ 
cludes, That Clergymen, as fuch, were Jook'd upon as not ac- 
countable to the Laws and Judicatures of Princes ; and that all 
Evelefiaftical Caufes were try’d by Ecclefiaftical and not by Civil 
Judges. This, fayshe, Princes ’were fo far from taking ill, as 
to approve of; and in Proof of this our Author adds to the 
Condué of Marcian that of Bajilius the Emperor, in the Eighth 
General Council of Confantinople 5 and that of Honorius, who, 
when he was Emperor of the Welt, writ to Arcadiws Emperor 
of the Eaft after this manner, That if any thing relating to 
Religion come before the Governours of the Church, the Bi- 
fhops muft judge of it, it being their BufinefS to intepret and 
ours to obey in Matters of thefe Natures, To thefe Teftimo- 
nes he farther adds that of Yalemtinian the Elder, and Con/tan- 
time the-Great, and ‘Fufinian’s Confirmation of it inhis 83 No- 
vell. c. 1, Nay he-obferves farther out of Fufinian, That if a 
Prieft is guilty of the Breach of a Law of the State, he muft 
not be brought before the Civil Magiftrate till he is degraded 
from his Priefthood. | 
To prove the Authority of the Synods, and their Power of 
making Eccleftaftical. Laws, he recurs to the firft Synod of 
Ferufalem Recorded in the Holy Scriptures. Of this Synod we 
have an account in the 14th of the 44s, which was conven‘ in 
order to determine this Quéftion, Whether Circumcifion and 
the Law of Moje: fhould be impos’d upon the Gentile ere 
an 
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and the Canon made purfuant to the Decifion of this Contro- 
verfy, we meet within their Synodical Letter (ver. 23.) Hence 
our Author Colleés that the Holy Ghoft dire&ted ’em to this 
Method, to let the Church fee how fhe fhould proceed in ma- 
king Ecclefiaftical Laws in future Ages; viz. that they in the 
Church to whom the Cure of Souls is Committed, the Succef- 
fors of the Apoftles and Elders of the Synod of Feru/alem, be- 
ing conven’d together and Confulting about what Matters oc- 
cafion’d their Convention, fhould pafs that into a Canon or 
Law, which fhall feem to them moft conducing to the Glory 
of God, and the good of the Souls Committed to their Charge. 
This way, fays he, the Primitive Church follow’d, and however 
fhe was Perfecuted, call’d a great many Councils in the three 
firft Centuries, as is evident from Tertullian, Cyprian and Eufe- 
bivs and others. 

After this he gives us a fhort account of the ancient Cano- 
nifts Balfamon, Zonaras and Alexius Ariffenus, and then of the 
Moderns who have made the greateft Figure in this Science, 
viz. Bifhop Beverege, Sir Henry Spelman and Lindwood. He, con- 
cludes his Prolegomenon (of which what has hitherto pafs‘d is 
an account). with obferving that in anciet Times, the Kings 
were really Nurfing Fathers to the Church, and that as long as 
they continu’d fo, the Church Flourifh'd ; but that when they 
ceas'd to take Care of her, Herefies and Schifms broke her to 
pieces and carry'd all before ‘em. He obferves farther, that 
the Church never fuffer’d more Mifchief under Infidel Kings, 
than under the Heretical Princes Con/tantins, Valens,&c. He 
obferves next, what a terrible Example of the evil Confequen- 
cesof Remiflnefs of Difcipline we have in the African Church ; 
which as long fhe kept her Difcipline Uncorrupt, Oc. was 
the Glory of her Age, but as foon as fhe loos’d the Reins 
of Difcipline was over-run and deftroy'd by innumerable He- 
reticks and Schifmaticks of infinite Kinds, fo that where once 
the Church Flouriffid in her greateft Purity, we have not now 
the leaft Footfteps of Chriftianity left. He advifes all to take 
Care from hence how they break the Peace of the Church, and 
rend it to pieces by theirQuarrels andDivifions,left God juitly 
refenting this their Unchriftian Conduct, remove alfo thei Can- 
diefick from them. And concludes with a Prayer, that as God 
has been pleas'd to promife by his Son Jefus Chrift, that he will 
be with his Church to the end of rid World, fo it would om 

im 
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him to Blefs and Preferve that part of it which he has planted 
in thefe Nations, and to keep it from all Dangers, either from 
Apoftates or Wolves in Sheeps Clothing.

N the Preface to this Work, Dr. Hickes obferves that many 
[ things have of late happen’d, which have.occafion’d Lear- 
ned Men to Write in Defence of Epifcopacy ; as the Abolifh- 
ing it out .of the Scotch Dominions of Great Britais ; and the 
Defence of this Abolifhment by the Pen of a Dignify’d Cler- 
Zy-man, upon Principles which were they true, would juftify 
the Abolifhing of it, not only amongft the Englifh as well as 
the Scots, but in all the Epifcopal Churches in the World ; and 
a late French Book Entitul’d Entretiens fur la Correfpondance Fra- 
ternelle de DEglife Anglicane avec les autres Eglife Reformees : Printed 
(as the Dr. believes) at London, under the Name of. Am/terdam, 
Anno 1707; in which are fome Sayings of Good and Great 
Men not to be Reconcil’d to the true Notions of the Nature 
and Authority of the Epifcopal Paftoral Office, and of the 
Prifthood as founded in the Perfon and Office of the Meffzs, 
who fent his. Apoftles as his: Father had before fent him, with 
whom and their Succeffors the fame Office was to continue to 
the end of the World. It was to maintain the Church — 
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this Fundamental Do&rine, that the Dr. conceives Dr. Wels 
undertook to write his late Letters ; and Dr. Bradford to Preach 


his excellent Sermon at the ‘late Confecration of the Bifhops of 
Exeter and Norwich in Lambeth Chappel. Out of this laft the 


‘Dr. Tranfcribes feveral Paflages relating to the Divine Founda- 
tion of the Church as a Society, and the Nature of the Hierar- 


chy; and then confefles that it is with great Satisfaction that 
he reads fuch things publifh’d by any of the Clergy: Having 
obferv’d for 4.0 Years together that Latitude of Opinion, as 
to. the Faith, hath grown up with Latitude of Opinion, as to 
the Polity and Goverment of the Church. 

As to the Author of the following Piece, the Dr. declares 
‘that he does not know him fo much as by Name, but affures 
us that he has done his part in the Excellent Work of inftruét- 
ing the World in the Divine Inftitution of Church Govera- 
ment, &e. and after having taken notice of his Modefty and 
Refpeé& towards the Reform’d Foreign Churches, which are not 
Epifcopal, he tells us that he can fcarce forbear to anfwer all 
their Pleas which are made for their Juftification from Necef- 
fity, &e. but being confin’d within the limits of a Preface to 
another Author’s Book, he concludes this Paragraph with the 
Words of the Lord Chaticellor Clarendon, in a Letter writ by 
him a little before his Death at Rowen in France upon this Sub- 
je and fome other particulars from his Lordfhip. 

After fome intervening Particulars, the Dr. takes notice of 
one Omiffion of our Author, that when he {peaks of the Office 
of a Prieft, he {peaks of itas if it wholly confiftéd in Preaching 
the Word and Adminiftring the Holy Sacraments, without menti- 
oning the Power of the Keys, which is as Effential to the Prieft- 
hood, and as much the Glory of it as the other two; and that 
his taking Notice of this Omiffion may make deeper Imprefii- 


‘on upon the Minds of his Brethren of the Clergy (who are ge- 


nerally alfo failing as to this particular) he prefents them with 
Archbifhop Cranmer’s Sermon upon the Subjeét, with this Ti- 
tle, A Sermon of the Authority of the Keys ; which Sermon is ia 
Fol. 226. of his Book Entitul?d Catechif/mmus: 1 fall only menti- 
on here the Text, which is Rom. 10. ver. 13, 14,15. Whofeever 
fal cal upon the Name of the Lord fhall be fav'd. But how fhall 
they call on him on whom they beliew'd not, bow fhall they belive on 
bim of whom they have not heard, bow {hall they hear without a 


Preacher, bow {halk they Preach except they be fent ? By which Words 
Hh 2 the 
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the Archbifhop obferves that St. Paw doth evidently declare 
unto us thefe Leffons. Firft, That it is neceflary.to our Salvation 
to have Preachers and Miniftersof God’s moft Holy Word, to 
inftrué us in the taue Faith and Knowledge of God. Second- 
ly, That Preachers muft not run to'this high Honour before 
they be call’d thereto, but muft be Ordain’d and Appointed to 
this Office and fent tous by God. And Laftly, That except 
they be fo Call’d and Sent, they can’t Fruitfully Teach, be- 
caufe God doth not Work with the Preacher whom he hath not 
fent. After he has.deliver’d the Sermon, Dr. Hicks gives usa 

Summary of the Principal Doétrines contain’d in it, to. fhew 
that when the Archbifhop Wrote this Book he. could not be 
of the Opinion that the Form of Church-Government is Muta- 
ble, that there is no diftinétion betwixt a Bifhop and a Prieft, 
and that a Man appointed to bea Bifhop or a Prieft, needs no 
Confecration by the Scripture, Election or Appointment being 
fufficient thereunto: As is faid of him with great Triumph in 
The Rights of the Chriftian Church, Pag. 178. Thefe loofe Opi- 
nions, fo contrary to his Sermon, the Dr. obferves were taken 
from a Manufcript as cited by Dr. St:Mingfleet in the 8th Chap. 
of the Second Book of his Iresicum; tho’ Dr. Durell, who faw 
the Manufcript afterwards, told the World how it was mani- 
feft from it, that the Archbifhop chang’d his Opinion, and came 
over to that of Dr. Leighton. — - 

_ The Dr. proceeds to fhew thatthe Apoftolical Government 
of the.Church by Bifhops,. was either Ordain’d by Chrift for a 
perpetual ftanding Inftitution, as this Learned Author hath 
fhewn ; or-as the Men of Latitude, now under the Name of 
Moderation, would make the World believe, tho’ it- was Or- 
dain’d by him, yet it was not Ordain’d as.an unalterable Infti- 
tution, and with an Intention to Bind all. Ages and Nations 
at all Times to it, as an indifpenfable Command. {f this lat- 
ter Opinion be true, then he profeffes that he knows no reafon 
why it fhould be kept up any longer in the Church of. England, 
but a great many onthe contrary why it fhould be Exchang‘d 
for Presbyterian Government. But if the former, and the A- 
poftolical or Epifcopal Form was Ordain’d by Chrift for a Per- 
petual and Unalterable Polity of his Church, as all Chriftiani- 
ty in all Ages believ’d for 1500 Years; He Exhorts the Clergy 
to write for it, and without any regard to Human Polities or 
Serving of Times, to Inftrué the People in the true mone 
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and Original of Church-Government: Defiring ’em to remem- 
ber that if they are Jukewarm in this Matter, fuffer falfe Doé- 
rines and falfe Prophets among them, and the like, God will do 
by them as he has done by the Seven Churches of fia for like 
Reafons ; let them go into Captivity, Affliction and Servitude, 
and at laft remove their Candleftick out of its place. The Dr. 
concludes his Pretace with part of a Letter of the late Chan- 
cellor Clarendon, &c. and with obferving that as to Archbifhop 
Cranmer’s Sermon, the Reader will find the Do&rines therein 
contain’d agreeable to the Anfwers he return’d to feveral Que-

The Divine Right of Epifcopacy Afferted. 


The Author of this Work divides the whole into Twenty 
Chapters 5 and in the firft, he Affigns the Caufes why the Hi- 
erarchy is not Univerfally receiv’d, the principle of which he 
makes to be thefe four: Fir/?, The Prejudice of Birth and early 
Education. Secondly, A Spirit of Independency and Latitude. 
Thirdly, Ambition. And Fourthly, The little Acquaintance Men 
have with the Hiftory. of the Primitive Church. As to the Fir/, 
He obferves it to be fo ftrong ift this, as well as all other Cafes, 
as to draw. the Mind after it whitherfoever it pleafes, and to 
keep Men from reafoning Juftly and difcerning Truth from 
Falfehood: A Spirit of Independency he obferves to bea 
reigning Principle among Proteftants, there being no Religion 
in the World under which the People are more Matters of their 
Wills, and the more they are fo the more they Naturally op- 
pofe any thing of Superiority, and Epifcopacy requiring a Sub- 
jection to Superiors, they are induc’d to Oppofe it upon this 
Account. The two other Caufes of Ambition and Ignorance 
our Author enlarges upon after this manner ; and in the Con- 
clnfion of this Chapter Obferves, that let the Scripture be Plain 
or Obfcure about Epifcopacy, fince we are not agreed upon it, 
we muft feek out the Senfe of the Precept in the Praétife, and 
Juftify the Laws Jefus Chrift and his Apoftles have left,. by the 
Obedience their Difciples and immediate Succeffors have paid 
em; we muft Meditate upon what the Primitive Fathers have 


Written, and make,.Chriftian Antiquity familiar to us, by the 
peruiual 
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Perufal of them ; and then we fhall clearly perceive that the 
Hierarchy is contain’d in the New Teftament, and that Epifco- 
pacy wasin ufe in the Chriftian Church during the three firft 


Centuries. 


In order to the Proof of this our Author proceeds in the 
Second Chapter, to make fome Obfervations upon the State of 
the Queftion, as Firf, That Epifcopacy is of Divine and Apo- 
ftolical Inftitution : And here he obferves that Divine Inftituti- 
on may be taken in three Senfes, either as God appoints a thing 
himfelf, or asit is fet forth by Men Divinely infpir’d, or as it 
is grounded on a Divine Commiffion ; and he aflerts that Epi- 

{copacy is of a Divine Inftitution in thefe three Senfes, at leaft 

in the two laft, if there is any Caufe to difpute the firft, which 
he does not believe. His Second Obfervation is, That the Que- 
ftion is notconcerning the Extent and Dominion of Epifcopacy, 
but concerning its Nature; not whether, in its Origin, Epi- 
{copacy was as extended, and had as much outward Grandeur 
asat this Day, but whether there was not in each principal 
Church an Eminent Paftor who had a Degree above the reft, 
and wascall'd the Bifhop, Antiffes, Or Mestsas Of it; whilft the 
other Clergymen were either Bihops fimply. or Presbyters, or 
Deacons. He obferves inthe next Place, That the Epifcopal 
Primacy is fuch a Degree of Honour and Authority, as fets the 
Bifhop above the Body of his Clergy, and gives hin the prin- 
cipal Adminiftration of the Church, withthe Right of ordain- 
ing to the Miniftry , that he is prisms inter pares, primus, as he 
is by Virtue of his Character above the fecond and third Order 
of Minifters, and has the Power of admitting Men into the 
Miniftry ; and primus inter pares, as a Prieft, being equal with 
his Presbyters, who, as fuch, have an equal Share with him of 
preaching the Word, and adminiftring the Sacraments. 


la the Third Chapter our Author produces a General Proof 
that the Hierarchy is of Divine and Apoftolical Inftitution : 
in the firft Senfe from hence, that Fefus Chri? having fpoken no- 
thing in his Gofpel againft that Form of Government which 
then obtain’d in the Feawdb Church, nor any way difcounte- 
nanc’d it, he has thereby tacitly approv’d it, and judg’d it pro- 
Per to be continu'd in the Times of -Chriftianity, according to 


that known Maxim, Qui tacet confentire videtur; and it being 
certain 
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certain that the Difcipline of the Adofaical Religion was Hie- 
rarchical, our Lord not having deftroy’d it, has ratify’d it in 
his new Oceconomy.- He proves the fame alfo direétly from 
E pb. 4. 11,'12. Where he that afcended up on high (being willing 
to, provide for the building up of his Church) gave fome Apo- 
ft es, and fome Prophets, and fore Evangelifts, and fome Paftors and 
Teachers, for the perfecting of he Saints, for the Work of rhe Mint- 
fry, for the edifying of the Body of Christ. In profecuting this 
Argument our Author deftroys the Diftinéion of Minifters 
Ordinary, and Minifters Extraordinary, and explains fuch 
Words as are excepted agaliit, in the Text he alledges in fa- 
vour of the Doétrine he contends for. After this he proceeds 
to prove his Point-inthe fecond and third Senfes affign’d; 1 
have not Room to particularize upon the Arguments under 
thefe Heads, but muft refer my Reader who has a Mind to be 
acquainted with em, for Satisfaétion, tothe Book it felf. 


The Fourth Chapter confifts of general Proofs of the Hierar- 
chy, and of the Diftin@ion of the Degrees in the Miniftry 
inthe Perfon of the Apoftles. Here our Author fhews that 
pe preyed has been in ufe in the Church from the very Times | 
of the Apoftles, as a diftiné Government from Presbytery ; 
and that from that Period there has been a Subordination inthe « 
Miniftry. The Epifcopal Dignity of the Apoftles he here . 
fhews to appear in four things ; Fir/t, In their writing to the 
Churches which they had founded in their Do@trine and Difci- 
pline ; Second/y, In their vifiting °em to fee how Matters went 
there, and to take a Courfe in ’em for the future if there were 
Occafion ; intheir going to em witha Rod of Difcipline when 
Neceflity requir’d it : Zbird/y, In the Deference the Churches 
paid’em by fubmitting to their Direétions: And Laffly, In 
their Power of cafting Men out of the Church, which, when 
they had a juft Caufe to proceed to that Extremity with any 
one, they us’d to do by pronpuncing aa Excommunication a- 
gainft him: Thus St. Paw/ dealt with the inceftuous Perfon at 
Corinth, and thus he writes to Timothy, (tothe End the Ciiurch 
fhon’d take Notice of it) that of his own Authority he had 
deliver’d unto Satan Hymeneus and Alexander ; and thus proba- 
bably hedealt with Phygellus and Hermogenes, Dema, and Alex- 
ander the Copperfinith. 


In 
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In the Fifth Chapter our Author produces feveral Proofs 
that in the Time of the Apoftles there were Bifhops, diftin- 
guifh’d from the other Minifters, and eftablifi’d by them, 
And in regard that this Queftion may be ask’d, Whether, in 
the Time of the Apoftles, there were Bifhops or Paftors that 
anfwer’d to thofe that are now at the Head of the Clergy, and 
are diftinguifh’d from the reft by their Power of ordaining, and 
becaufe the chief Government of the Church, in their Di- 
ftrié&t, belongs to ’em ? Our Author anfwers, That admitting, 
for Argument fake, that there were not, this wou’d not abate 
any thing of the Antiquity of Epifcopacy which he has carry’d 
up to the Apoftolical Period, becaufe the Apoftles themfelves 
were Bifhops of the Univerfal-Church, and diftinguifh’d from 
the other Paftors. He anfwers, Secondly, That *tis-certain in 
Fa& that the Apoftles, in their Lite Time, communicated to 
fome Perfons the Office of Bifhops; as is evident in St. James 
and St. Simeon Bifhops of Ferujalem, and in Timothy and Tutus 
Bifhops of Ephefus and Crete. Thirdly, That it was the Cuftom 
of the Apoftles, when they perceivd a. Church well fettl’d, 
and the Divine Providence call’d them to plant the Gofpel in 
another Place, ec. to leave there fome one of their ableft and 
moft zealous Difciples, and to appoint him to be Bifhop in 
their Room, to prefide over their Clergy, and to have the chief 
Adminiftration of Ecclefiaftical Affairs. For an Inftance of 
this our Author alledges St. Fuhn’s leaving Timothy Bifhop of 
Ephefus, when he was banifh'd thence by Domitian to the Ifland of 
Pathmos. And Fourthly, Our Author fhews, that not only St- 
Fobn, but alfo the other Apoftles, us’d this Cuftom ; fettling 
towards the End of their Courfe, or when they were call’d to 
remote Parts, or were likely to be hindred from their Function 
by any Accident, fome one, or more, of theirchief Difciples 
(if there was Occafion) as Bifhops in their Churches. 
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‘Yn the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Chapters our Au- 
‘shor brings particular Proofs of the Apoftolical Inftitution of 
‘Epifcopacy in the Perfons of ‘fames and Simeon Bifhopr of ‘fe- 
rufalem, and of Timothy Bifhop of Epbefus, and Titus Bifhop of 
‘Crete. And having proceeded thus far, in the latter end of the 
Ninth Chapter to che ObjeGion that Epifcopacy does not ap- 
pear inthe New Teftament, he anfwers ; Firft, That it is not 
neceflary that the New Teftament fhou'd tell us Word for 
Word, that there muft bea Hierarchy in the Chriftian Church, 
for it having been already fett!’d amongft the Fews, it is enough 
that our Lord did not Contradi& it, or any way Oppofe the 
‘Eftablifhment of it, to fhew that he approv’d it: Befides, that 
he looks upon it as fifficient that the Gofpel fhou’d deliver to 
us, as it does, the general Maxims of the Government of the 
Church, which may admitof fome Alterations as to the Exer- 
cife of it, according to the Prudence of thofe that Govern; 
provided the Form as to its Subftance be preferv'd intire, and 
good Order be Obferv’d: What is convenient at one time, be- 
ing liable to be otherwife at another. He anfwers, Secondly, 
That his Adverfaries alledge a thing that is not granted, in 
faying that we can’t prove by the New Teftament, that there 
was Inftituted a diftin@ion of Degrees in the Evangelical Mi- 
ftery, and fome were rais’d above others in Dignity and Power, 
in Quality of Bifhops. The contrary to this he thinks is very 
apparent from Ephef 4.11, 12. and from the Confecration of 
Timothy, Titus, &c. 


The Tenth Chapter is an Explication of fome Paflages in the 
New Teftament and the Fathers, which are perverted to over- 
throw the Diftinction of the Degrees in the Miniftry, wherein 
the Terms of Bifhop and Presbyter, fignify tha fame Office, 
wherein the Apoftles Stile themfelves Presbytert tho’ they 
were Bifhops at large ; and others: wherein ‘parity of Names 
feems with fome fhew of Argument to infer parity of Offices. 
After this he pafics ‘in the Eleventh Chapter to make fome Re- 
marks upen fome Paflages of St. Aierom, which feems to be 


contrary to-the Hierarchy: As this, in his Comment upon the 
Epiftle to Tiss, Idem eff ergo Preshyter, qui G Epifcopus ; & an- 
tequam diaboli inftinétu fudia in Religione fierent, G@ diceretur sn 
populss ego furs Pauli; ego Apollo, ego autem Cephe, communi a 
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by sevorum concilio Eccleia. gubernabantur. Poftquam vero umulquifa: 
€05 quos baptizaverat fuos putavit effe, non Chrifti , im toto Orbe de- 
rerum eff ut unus. de presbysers elec us fuperponeretur ceterss, ad quem 
°mnis Ecclefie cura pertineret ; & Schifmatum Semina tollerentur. 
and fome others which our Author: produces. In anfwer to 
which he produces St. Hierom againft himfelf, acknowledging 
a Subordination in the Miniftry, and the Superiovity of the 
Bifhops above the Presbyters. Secondly, he flews that the 
Inftitution and Antiquity of Epifcopacy, or of the Diftin&ion 
of Orders is.prov'd, by thofe Authorities of St. Alierom which 
our Adverfaries chiefly urge againft ithere 5 upon this occafion 
he is large in Explaining thofe Paflages in St. Hierom, which 
feem to make the ftrongeft againft Epifcopacy; and then con. 
cludes this Chapter with fuch like Obfervations as thefe, that 
he does not mean by what he has offer’d, to affert that Epifco- 
pacy inthe Days of the Apoftles had attain‘d its fail Form; 
things being then but in their Birth and tender Infancy, there 
was need of Time to lick them out and bring them. to their 
Perfection : Hence. he concludes, that it wou’d be Ridiculous 
to expect that the Ecclefiaftical Difcipline fhou'd be carry’d up 
to the Pitch we now. fee it at, at a Seafon when there cou'd 
fcarce be any Eftablifh’d. It being enough that the Founda- 
tions of it were Laid, and the Seeds Sown, and the-Principles 
Deliver’d, which were.to arrive at their. Maturity, and appear 
in their Splendor at the Meridian of the Church. 


_Inthe Twelfth Chapter, our Author produces the Teftimo- 
nies.of the Apoftolical Fathers concerning the Hierarchy as of 
St. Clement, whofe Name St. Paul fays was writeen in the Book 
of Life; of St. Polycarp. the Angel of the Church in Smyrna, 
as St. Fobn Stiles him ; of St. Igmatins, out of whofe famous E- 
piftles he is very numerous in his. Citations, and of Hermas in 
his Paftor, which Hermas was. probably-that Perfon whom St. 
Paul mentions (Rom. 16.14.) asone of his acquaintance in the 
_ Church of Rome. After this he proceeds in the Thirteenth 

Chapter, to prove the Continuation of the Hierarchy in the 
Church, and that there was no Innovation-made in the Diftine 
ction of the Degrees in the Time of Hyginws Bifhop of Rome; 
that which/is. conceiv’d by fome, that Epifcopacy then began 
to be a Superior Degree to Presbytery, being Ill-grounded, 
imaginary, and full of palpable Inconfiftencies. This particular 
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‘our Author proves Falfe upon feveral accounts: As Firft, That 
before Hyginus in Telefphorms’s Time, the whole Body of the 
Church was diftinguifh’d into Three Orders of Bifhop, Prieft 
and Deacon, as alfo in the Time of Xim before him, and of 
Alexander before them both. Secondly, He proves the Incon- 
‘fiftency with Fa& of cheir Suppofition, that about the fame 
Time this Innovation began in the Church of Ferufalem. And 
“by feveral other particular Reafons Confutes this Notion, that 
Hyginus Bifhop of Rome, who came to that See Anno 139, tr 
order to Sigflalize himfelf, chang’d the Form of the Ecclefiafti-, 
cal Government ; and whereas there were but two Orders of 
Minifters in the Church, Presbyters or Bifhops, and Deacons, 
-he made of them three ; dividing that of the Presbyterate or 
Epifcopate into two, which from the Time of the Apoftles 
had been but one and the fame thing ; which Cuftom was af- 
terwards taken up by the Church of Ferufalem, and infinua- 
ted it {elf into al] the other Chriftian Churches. 





The Fourteenth Chapter contains a proof of the Eftblifhment 
‘of the Epifcopacy by the Apoftles in the Church of Rome, and 
that it was in ufe there, during the firft Century : And the Fi- 
teenth Chapter of the Eftablifhment of it by the fame Perfons 
in the other Churches, which had the fame Government with 
that of Rome and Ferufalem during the firft Century ; as in par- 
ticular the Church ef Antioch, that of Byzantiam or Conftanti- 
mople, that of Alexandria, that of Athens, that of Corinth, and 
that of Smyrx2: Our Author looks upon it as needlefs to in- 
ftance in the Churches of Philippi, Theffalonica, and fome others 
for more Proofs of this Nature; or to fpend time in the Re- 
lations of various Legends, which tell us of a great Number 
of Bifhops who were fent during the firft Century, into Iealy, 
Spain, France and England, to be the Directors of feveral Chri- 
ftian Churches which had been already Planted there ; becaufe 
their Teftimony is not Authentick, being intermix’d with 

Ipable Fables: Yet it is not (he Obferves) to be concluded 
rom thence, that there were no Bifhops fent into fome Parts 
of thofe Countries and elfewhere, to Settle the Apoftolical 
Succeffion in them, which was to be fpread throughout the 
whole World, by the Ordaining of Paftors to Govern the 
Church, though we have not the Names of them for want of 
the Memoirs of thofe Times: On the contrary he looks upon 
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it as clear, that the fecond Century fhews fufficiently that 
there was Provifion made for the Firft; fince we fee in the 
very beginning of it almoft every where Famous Churches 
ferv’'d by a Numerous Clergy, at the Head of whom appears 
a a who had the Adminiftration of Ecclefiaftical Affairs 
in Chief.
